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After one yearf 
Routine cop work 
got Son of Sam

NEW YORK (U P I)—For the past 
year, they scrutinized the y’s and g’s 
in his letters, performed countless 
ballistics tests on .44-caliber revolvers 
and even hypnotized victims. 
But in the end, a parking ticket, a 
frightened woman in Brooklyn and an 
angry neighbor led police to the man 
they say is “ Son of Sam,” the killer 
who stalked lovers’ lanes for a year 
terrorizing an entire city. 
David Berkowitz, 24, of Yonkers, 
N.Y., was traced in part, police said, 
by a traffic ticket he received July 31 
— the day a pretty 20-year-old blonde 
was gunned down and her date vir­ 
tually blinded as they sat in a car on 
a quiet Brooklyn street. 
BERKOWITZ HAD parked his 1970 
Ford Galaxie in front of a fire hy­ 
drant along Shore Road in Brooklyn 
around midnight — two hours before 
the gunman fired four bullets from his 
.44-caliber revolver into the couple’s 
open car window. 
A Brooklyn woman out walking her

dog remembered seeing the car tick­ 
eted, according to one newspaper col­ 
umnist. Then she later walked within 
five feet of the car’s owner, Ber­ 
kowitz. As she hurried home, she 
heard four shots ring out. 
It was simple police work from 
there. 
Detectives traced all cars issued 
summonses in the area that night and 
came up with David Berkowitz, who 
bore a resemblance to a new police 
sketch of “ Son of Sam.” 
The new composite drawing, issued 
earlier this week, showed a young 
man, rather stocky, with an athletic 
build, dark almond-shaped eyes, dark 
wavy hair and a sensuous mouth. 
BERKOWITZ, A postal worker, fit 
that description fairly well. But even 
more eerily, he looked almost exactly 
like a drawing made more than a 
year ago after the Bronx killing of

“ Wre never saw the guy, and we 
couldn’t tell you what he looked like,” 
one neighbor said. He was a mystery 
man in apartment 7E.

Others said he 
was cordial, but aloof. None said they 
knew him well.

After being reminded that a tax­ 
payers’ revolt is an American tradi­ 
tion, an estimated 250 Northwest sub­ 
urban residents voted unanimously 
Thursday night to join a growing tax­ 
payers’ strike in Cook County. 
Many said after the meeting that 
they would refuse to pay the second 
installment of their real estate tax bill 
due Monday. 
Others who already had paid their 


taxes said they planned to support the 
strike by demonstrating and with fi­ 
nancial contributions. 
Thursday 
night’s 
standing-room- 
only crowd at the Palatine Public Li­ 
brary was the fourth such taxpayers’ 
rally in suburban Cook County. Others 
were held in Winnetka, Glenview and 
Evanston. And each time the result 
has been the same — a unanimous 
vote to strike. 
“ THE TAXES ARE just too high for 


a widow on Social Security to bear,” 
said Mrs. Gene Drust of Palatine. The 
taxes on her bungalow went up 50 per 
cent this year. 
Another 
taxpaying revolutionary, 
Philip Metzler of Palatine, said the 
first installment of his tax bill, which 
is half of last year’s tax, was $450. The 
second installment was $3,371.58. 
“ I’m protesting even though I ’ve al­ 
ready paid the bill. When I called the 
county and said there must be some 


mistake the guy at the other end of 
the phone said I didn’t have a snow­ 
ball’s chance in August of getting my 
bill changed,” Metzler said. 


The evening’s most extreme story 
belonged to Robert Kendzie who pro­ 
duced a bill for a 1.3-acre piece of 
property at Rand and Hicks roads in 
Palatine, that showed a first in­ 
stallment payment of $201.84 and a 
second installment tax of $4,546.

Underpass study unproved by I .S.

Environmental impact studies for 
the Arlington Heights Road underpass 
at the Chicago and North Western Ry. 
tracks have been approved by federal 
highway officials, clearing the way 
for pubic hearngs on the project. 
The cost of the underpass and re­ 
lated improvements is estimated at 
$5.7 million, but the final cost may be 
as high as $8.6 million because of in­ 
flation, said Gary Alstot of Metcalf & 
Eddy, Inc., consulting engineers for 
the project. 


Financing for the underpass already 
has been approved wth the federal 
government paying 70 per cent and 
the state, village and railway com­ 
pany paying the remainder. 
Arlington Heights’ share of the cost 
should not exceed 15 per cent, Village 
Engineer Allen J. Sander said. 
CONSTRUCTION OF the underpass, 
which has been discussed since 1959, 
will not start for at least another 
year, Sander said. 
The next step is for the village to 
conduct a public hearing scheduled 


for Sept. 20, followed by a decision by 
the village board on which of six al­ 
ternatives should be used. 
Then final designs must be ap­ 
proved by the federal highway admin­ 
istration and right-of-way needed for 
the project must be acquired before 
bids can be let. 
Engineers for Metcalf & Eddy, Inc., 
have recommended that both Arling­ 
ton Heights Road and Northwest 
Highway be depressed with a min­ 
imum vertical clearance under the

Miike Nigre is an only child, but for 
the past 14 years Otto Meisenheimer 
was like a brother to him. 
The two Prospect Heights men — 
Nigre, 20, and Meisenheimer, 21 — 
had known each other since they were 
in second grade. They played togeth­ 
er, went to school together and even 
tried to pick up girls together. Along 
with a third buddy, Kevin Cornwell, 
they were known among their circle 
of friends as “ The Three Muske­ 
teers.” 
“ It just hasn’t registered in me 
yet,” Nigre said of the bizarre shoot­ 
ing in which Meisenheimer was gun­ 
ned down Tuesday for no apparent 
reason at the Just Games arcade, 403 
E. Euclid Ave., Mount Prospect. 
James E. Barker Jr., 16, of Mount 
Prospect, allegedly opened fire with a 
.22-caliber pistol, killing Meisenhei­ 
mer and wounding four others. 
“ IT ’S A FANTASY,” Nigre said. 
“ It’s not like it really happened. It’s 
like it’s another Otto Meisenheimer 
and not my friend.” 
Otto’s sister Lisa Meisenheimer, 20, 
joined Otto’s friends on Nigre’s front 
porch to talk about her older brother. 
“ This is Otto and Mike when they 
were little. They sat next to each oth­ 


er in school,” she said, pointing to an 
old black-and-white snapshot. 


M EISEN H EIM ER HAD come home 
for semester break from Southern Illi­ 
nois University, Carbondale, where he 
was studying aviation technology. He 
was in town for three days before 
meeting his tragic death. 
Otto’s friends and neighbors are bit­ 
ter as they try to understand and ac­ 
cept the murder. They want to see the 
alleged killer punished and agree, 
now that the death penalty has been 
reinstated in Illinois, “ he should get 
the chair.” 
They want to forget the way Otto 
died. They want to remember their 
friend as they knew him. 
“ How do you explain somebody’s 
life or what he was like?” said Nigre, 
302 E. Camp McDonald Rd. “ He was 
the kind of guy that if I got stranded 
on the South Side of Chicago at three 
in the morning, he would take his 
mother’s car and come and pick me 
up. And he always wore the seat 
belt.” 
CORNWELL WAS Otto’s roommate 
at Southern for a year and knows just 
about everything there is to know 
about a best friend. 
“ He liked to meet as many people 
as he could, to live life to its fullest.

That’s what made him happy,” said 
Cornwell, 307 E. Camp McDonald Rd. 
“ He was the happy wanderer.” 


Otto’s friends said he was afraid of 
guns and hated violence and that it 
was ironic that a “ Saturday night spe­ 
cial” took his life. 


The last time they saw him alive was 
at a party at Nigre’s home Sunday. 
Otto was laughing and joking and 
even rode a bike that night so he 
wouldn’t be tempted to drive his car 
home if he had had one beer too 
many. 


That was Sunday, though. Today, 
Otto will be buried. And “ The Three 
Musketeers” are now two.

Those who want full care are admit­ 
ted to the burn intensive-care unit and 
every effort is made to keep them 
alive, the authors said. 
In either case, they added, the mor­ 
tality rate was unchanged. 
The authors said that while doctors 
prefer not to give up on patients, 
there are some ‘‘with injuries so sev­ 
ere that survival is not only unexpect­ 
ed but, to our knowledge, unprece­ 
dented.”

“ The World Evangelism and Chris­ 
tian Education Fund has been on the 
public record since its inception — 
open for all to inspect — but it has not 
been publicized.” Graham said public­ 
ity would have been contrary to Scrip­ 
ture “ and would mean we would be 
inundated with requests for help 
which we could not begin to meet.” 


Graham said since the beginning of 
his ministry “we have been deeply 
concerned about the financial integri­ 
ty of our work.” 


He said the World Evangelism and 
Christian Education Fund was com­ 
mitted to aiding two particular proj­ 
ects — a missions and evangelism 
training center at Wheaton College, 
Wheaton, 111., and a Bible training 
center near Asheville, N.C.

Army stint 
‘changed? man: friends

NEW YORK (UPI) — David Ber­ 
kowitz, a former auxiliary policeman, 
confessed to the six “Son of Sam” 
murders Thursday and was ordered to 
undergo psychiatric examination, po­ 
lice sources said. 
Berkowitz, who was described as 
setting out for a final bloodbath with a 
machinegun when he was captured, 
gave interrogators minute details of 
the 13 attacks, the sources said. 
Police arrested Berkowitz, 24, a 
postal worker, outside his apartment 
in Yonkers, N.Y. Wednesday night as 
he started his car for a night journey 
to a Long Island discotheque. 
An officer who questioned him said 
he planned to “go out in a blaze of 
glory” at the discotheque by “killing 
everybody.” 
“Who are you?” one of the arrest­ 
ing officers asked him as Berkowitz 
climbed from the car. 
“Son of Sam,” answered Berkowitz. 
“ I guess this is the end of the line.”

Student enrollment in Cook County 
suburban schools dropped 3.18 per 
cent from 1975-76 to 1976-77, with most 
Northwest suburban school districts’ 
enrollment dropping further. 
The enrollment figures, compiled by 
the office of County School Supt. Rich­ 
ard J. Hartwick, from October, 1976 
statistics, show that in 1975-76, 447,126 
attended school in the suburban dis­ 
tricts, but that number decreased to 
432,886 last year.

W omen say Thompson 
broke campaign vows

tested Gov. Jam es R. Thompson's 
failure to appoint a state women’s ad­ 
vocate and charged the governor had 
broken campaign promises to women. 
The members of the Illinois Wom­ 
en’s Agenda, meeting in Chicago, also 
urged Thompson to appoint 
more 
women in state government; to sign 
several 
legislative 
bills 
affecting 
women and to call for a special fall 
legislative session on the Equal Rights 
Amendment. 
Much of the women’s criticism cen­ 
tered on Thompson’s veto of $74,200 
appropriated by the Illinois General 
Assembly for the Office of Women’s 
Advocate. Hana Rovener, the gover­ 
nor’s assistant deputy, said at a press 
conference Thursday Thompson’s first 
priority was appointing a children’s 
advocate and that he will appoint a 
women’s advocate “ in due time.” 


ELLEN BENJAMIN, coordinator of 
the women’s agenda, said Thompson 
has broken several past promises to 
appoint a women’s advocate and said 
she would not be satisfied until “ we 
get some specifics.” 
“ Not since Marie Antoinette said, 
‘Let them eat cake,’ has a public fig­ 
ure showed such total disregard for 
the needs and feelings of a large num­ 
ber of people,” said State Rep. Giddy 
Dyer, R-Hinsdale, chairwoman of the 
meeting. “ Most of the problems of 
children cannot be solved until the 


problems of women are solved. . .he 
is creating an adversary situation be­ 
tween natural allies.” 
University of Illinois trustee Nina 
Shephard, Winnetka, said Thompson 
has not appointed enough women to 
state posts. As of Aug. I, 59 women 
have been appointed, a total of 22 per 
cent of Thompson’s staff. She said a 
nopnpartisan list of 500 qualified wom­ 
en should be used in all levels of state 
government and by all public officials 
and said the “ talent bank” should be 
a “ permanent, on-going part of his 
administration.” 


Legislation considered vital by the 
women included a bill providing dis­ 
placed homemakers with job 
and 
training services, several bills affect­ 
ing rape victims and repeal on limits 
to the numbers of hours women can 
work in certain occupations. 
While several organization repre­ 
sentatives asked for Thompson’s veto 
on abortion bills which would end Me­ 
dicaid funds for abortions and require 
parental consent for women under age 
18, several women from the Illinois 
Pro-Life Coalition protested outside 
the meeting and urged signing of the 
bills. 
Rep. Dyer said a copy of the state­ 
ments will be presented to Thompson 
by Monday. Major organizations rep­ 
resented Thursday included the Na- 
t i o n a I Organization for Women, 
League of Women Voters, Illinois 
Women’s Political Caucus and ERA 
Illinois.

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Business doing well? Return to go and start again 


Underpass study approved by LLS. 


by BILL HILL 


The Arlington Heights Road under­ 
pass will be a boon for downtown 
merchants—except those who have 
built businesses and reputations on 
the corners of Arlington Heights 
Road, Northwest Highway and Davis 
Street. 
For them it means starting over at 
a new location. 
“ I ’ve been here nine years. Who 
wants to leave now. But what ya gon­ 
na do,” said Jerry Sublette as he 
pumped gas at his Standard gas sta­ 
tion. 200 E. Northwest Hwy., in Thurs­ 
day’s rain. 


“ IT ’S VERY UPSETTING,” said 
Sublette’s wife, Gloria. 
“ It’s a good location and we’ve 
spent a lot of time building our clien­ 
tele. We make a good living here,” 
she said. 
When the Sublette’s assumed man­ 


aging the station nine years ago they 
knew village officials were talking 
about building an underpass to move 
traffic under the Chicago and North 
western Ry. tracks. But they also 
knew that such “ talk” had been going 
on for nearly IO years. “ Most of us 
though they’d never do it. Now I 
guess the village will really push it,” 
Sublette said. 


The Sublettes do not know where 
the demolition of their station will 
leave them. They’ve talked with Stan­ 
dard Oil Co. officials, but have re­ 
ceived no assurances that they will 
get another service station to operate. 


JE R R Y LEE, manager of the Ster­ 
ling Oil Custom Car Care center, 120 
E. Northwest Hwy., said the owner of 
his station has begun looking for a 
new site. Either way, Lee has been 
assured he will get another station to 
manage. 


Seven other businesses will be dis­ 
placed by the underpass, including 
Bowen True Value Hardware, Uncle 
Albert’s Records & Tapes. Welcome 
Aboard Vacation Center, State Farm 
Insurance, Commercial Credit, Ar­ 
lington Soft Water Co. and Baird & 
Warner Inc. 
The typical acceptance of the under­ 
pass is shown by John Bowen, owner 
of the hardware store on Davis Street, 
and his neighbor, John Olsen of Uncle 
Albert’s Records & Tapes. 
AFTER SEEIN G surveyors around 
the area “ for years,” Bowen last year 
decided to open another hardware 
store in the Arlington Market Shop­ 
ping Center. He has not decided 
whether to relocate his downtown 
store. 
Olsen is perturbed that the under­ 
pass discussions have always seemed 
so tentative that he is unable to plan a 
future for his shop.

railway tracks of 14Vz feet. The rail­ 
way tracks will not be moved, except 
during construction, which is expected 
to take about two years. 
The preliminary plans for the un­ 
derpass call for Arlington Heights 
Road to be depressed between George 
and Eastman streets and for North­ 
west Highway to be depressed be­ 
tween Vail and Belmont avenues. 


THE IMPROVEMENTS also will 
mean Davis Street, Wing Street and 
Evergreen Avenue will no longer have 


access to Arlington Heights Road or 
Northwest Highway. 
Right of way acquisition for the 
widening and depression of the two 
roads will force nine businesses to 
relocate. The underpass, however, is 
expected to benefit the rest of the cen­ 
tral business district by improving 
traffic circulation in the area. The un­ 
derpass will let the 70 commuter 
trains that stop in downtown Arlington 
Heights daily stop farther east and al­ 
low crossings at both Vail and Dunton 
avenues to remain open during on and 
off loading operations. 


The extension of the railway plat­ 
form across Arlington Heights Road 
also will serve as a pedestrian cross­ 
ing. 


Another pedestrian bridge is pro­ 
posed across Northwest Highway in 
the vicinity of Evergreen Avenue, 
which would be closed to traffic. The 
bridge would allow “ kiss-and-ride” 
commuters to be dropped off north of 
the railway station without crossing 
Northwest Highway or the tracks, 
thus reducing congestion in the station 
area. 


Motel chain weighs downtown site 
Local scene 


A national motel chain is consid­ 
ering several locations in downtown 
Arlington Heights as sites for a motel. 
William J. Fry, a building con­ 
sultant in Clearwater, Fla., said he 
will be here next week to talk about 
the project with “ several principles” 
he would not identify. 
He siad he is affiliated with a na­ 
tional motel chain but refused to 
name the company until plans are 
more definite. 
HIS FIRM , William J. Fry Con­ 
sultants, surveyed the north end of 
the downtown area about six months 
ago but dropped consideration of the 
area because two new motels were 
planned elsewhere in the village, he 
said. 
“ But we’ve come back to Arlington 


Heights because we found out those 
other sites are not going to be built,” 
Fry said. 


“ We are looking at two or three 
sites and don’t know yet if we are go­ 
ing to build in that area,” he said. 
“ We will know more in about two 
weeks after we come to town.” 
Earl Johnson, executive director of 
the chamber of commerce, said he 
was told by one of Fry’s employes 
that the downtown survey centered on 
the block of Eastman Street between 
Dunton and Evergreen avenues. 


SPIRO PHANOS, owner of the 
Swedish Manor Smorgasbord restau­ 
rant, 203 N. Evergreen Ave., is trying 
to sell the Farm Bureau Building at 
201 N. Dunton Ave. which he owns. 


Phanos said he has not been ap­ 
proached by Fry or any other devel­ 
oper but has “ heard rumors” about 
the construction of a motel in the 
area. 


Representatives of Baird & Warner 
real estate company in Chicago, 
which is handling the Dunton Avenue 
property for Phanos, said they have 
not been contacted by Fry. 


And officials of Illinois Bell, which 
owns property now used as a parking 
lot behind the Farm Bureau Building, 
say they know nothing about a motel 
project. 
Meanwhile, Fry said his firm wil re­ 
consider Arlington Heights as a pos­ 
sible motel site and study the desir­ 
ability of the location. 


New fire rating could lower insurance 


Commercial and industrial firms in 
Arlington Heights may save up to IO 
per cent on fire insurance rates be­ 
cause the village’s fire rating has im­ 
proved.

Arlington Heights officials are con­ 
sidering a counseling hotline for se­ 
nior citizens. 


Ed Geiss, village human services 
coordinator, is compiling data from 
the police vandalism reports called in 
by elderly village residents. 
The need for a hotline will be one of 
the questions on a survey to be mailed 
to senior citizens next month, Geiss 
said. 
“ We want to get some feedback 
from seniors so we have some hard 
facts and are not just going on our 
feelings about what they need,” he 
said. 


GEISS SAID HE was asked by a 
friend of Alice Bauer to talk to the 
elderly woman last week after the 
lawn of her 1333 N. Race Ave. home 
was doused with gasoline and burned. 
He said although he has not had 
many similar calls from troubled se­ 
nior citizens he believes many may 
need help but not ask for it. 


“ We are trying to reach those who 
are apathetic and not involved in any 
of the other village programs for 
them, like discount taxi service” he 
said. 
The survey will be mailed to 4,000 
elderly citizens and the results should 
be compiled by late September, Geiss 
said. 
He said he is investigating the pos­ 
sibility of linking the hotline with ser­ 
vices for youth and others offered by 
Omni-House:Youth Services Bureau, 
Northwest Community Hospital and 
the Volunteer Services Bureau. 


“ The village has no money budg­ 
eted for this project this year so we 
will try to do it with qualified volun­ 
teers or expand on other services, like 
Omni-House’s 
hotline 
for troubled 
youths,” he said.

Welfare reform 
on right track 


Pres. Jimmy Carter has start­ 
ed in the right direction with his 
proposal to scrap the present 
welfare system and start over. 


His $31 billion proposed pro­ 
gram will be debated for months 
by Congressional leaders 
and 
I o b b i e s t s . Its details may 
change, but there are several 
parts 
of the overall program 
that are excellent. 


The 
emphasis 
Carter 
has 
placed on providing jobs for per­ 
sons on welfare and on guaran­ 
teeing that working will be more 
profitable than the dole deserves 
a p p l a u s e both from 
con­ 
servatives 
and 
from 
liberals 
who have long been concerned 
about the debilitating effect of 
welfare on individual initiative. 


In addition, the effort to en­ 
sure that fathers will not have to 
abandon their families to make 
them eligible for aid is long 
overdue. 


The work requirement in Car- 
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ter’s program will be extended 
to mothers of children between 7 
and 13, women who in the past 
have been recipients only of aid 
designed to keep them at home. 


Under Carter’s plan, the moth­ 
ers of young children would be 
expected 
to accept part-time 
jobs made available through the 
federal jobs program or the pri­ 
vate sector. They would be ex­ 
pected to take full-time jobs if 
day care programs are avail­ 
able. 


Including mothers in a work 
program runs counter to past 
traditions of welfare programs. 
The new program recognizes 
that women can benefit as much 
as men from developing a feel­ 
ing of usefulness by contributing 
to their own support. And chil­ 
dren can benefit from the ex­ 
ample of a working parent. 


As 
long 
as provisions 
are 
made for proper care for chil­ 
dren, it is hard to see how moth­ 
ers and their young children can 
do anything but benefit from the 
work program. 


Carter’s move toward welfare 
reform, which is a pledge he 
made during the election cam­ 
paign, comes at the right time 
politically. 
The 
public 
has 
become tired of efforts to make 
the present system work by tin­ 
kering with details. They are 
ready to support a sweeping re­ 
form package. 


Study will be needed to ensure 
that the program specifics ful­ 
fill 
its objectives. But in the 
broad outline, it is clear that 
C arter is on the right track.

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A ‘hero’ bankrupt of character 


The druggist lock<xl his pharmacy 
and went to war. The people of New 
Haven knew him. They weren’t sur­ 
prised. Benedict Arnold was a man of 
impulses. He was too quick, too brave 
too sw’ift of tongje. 
He wras short and broad, a man with 
a rocking horse gait. His hair was 
black and thick; his eyes were as pale 
as a Ming vase. He left the shop to 
Mrs. Arnold and three sons, 7, 6 and 
3. “The Connecticut militia needs 
me,” he said, which was a statement 
and a farewell. 
Arnold was a captain of militia in 
April, 1775. He drilled his company up 
and down the state and taught, them 
musketry and foraging. Then he met 
Ethan Allan. Together, they marched 
their combined forces up the lake 
country of New York and captured 
Fort Ticonderoga. 


BENEDICT ARNOLD WAS a bona 
fide hero. So he quit the army and 
returned to New Haven. The drug 
store was failing. Mrs. Arnold had 
died a month before his return. He 
said he felt more sick than angry. He 
would remain at home with his sons. 
The Continental Congress promoted 
Arnold to full colonel. They also sent 
$800 in British pounds. The money 
was left for the care of the children. 
Arnold returned to battle. The Red­ 
coats beat him at Quebec, but now

they knew him and feared him. 
He and his men built and bought 
ships all winter. In the summer of 
1776, Benedict Arnold fought General 
Carlton so fiercely that, even though 
Ihe British won the engagement, 
Carlton sent a message to Admiral 
Howe and General Burgoyne that he 
could not join them outside New York 
until he had regrouped his decimated 
regiments. 
The Second Continental Congress 
feared Benedict Arnold almost as 
much as the British did. They pro­ 
moted five of his juniors as generals 
and left him a colonel. General 
George Washington was angered at 
the slight, and said so. Congress said 
it already had two major generals 
from Connecticut. 


ARNOLD QUIT AGAIN. General 
Washington begged him to return to 
his command. He did. The colonel 
fought tw’o frenzied engagements with 
the British, and Congress comm is- 
Him a major general — junior, 


howrever, to five others. 
To keep an eye on this impetuous 
fighter, Congress ordered him to 
Philadelphia. He had fine lodgings, a 
flag, a sedentary command, and the 
embraces of the town flirt, Miss Mar­ 
garet Shippen. The lady could do 
more to men with blue eyes over a 
fluttering fan than General Arnold 
could with a regiment. 
He married her. The bride loved 
uniforms and whatever was inside 
them. Within six months, Arnold was 
desperately in debt. He was ordered 
to be court-martialled for using his 
post for private gain. Arnold des­ 
paired. He was sure he was caught in 
a triangulated vise between his wife, 
his Congress and General Washington. 
Arnold sent a friendly letter to Gen­ 
eral Sir Henry Clinton in New York. A 
secret courier brought a friendlier re­ 
sponse. Impetuously, he wrote that he 
was prepared to w’ork for King and 
Parliament if he w’as given money, 
genuine recognition, and a commis­ 
sion in the British Army. 
CLINTON WAS cautious. He wanted 
proof of loyalty first. Benedict Arnold 
sent traitorous letters with informa­ 
tion about the movements of the Con­ 
tinental Army, the command, sup­ 
plies. weaknesses, and the strength of 
the French fleet sailing for the co­ 
lonies. 
The 
following 
summer, 
George 


Washington gave Arnold command of 
the plains at West Point. He surveyed 
the place, and sent a note to Clinton 
that he would betray the fort for 
$100,000 if he succeeded; $50,000 and 
a commission if he didn’t. 
Clinton wanted the prize. He com­ 
missioned Major John Andre to get 
through the opposing lines and tell Ar­ 
nold that the terms were satisfactory. 
The two met secretly. Benedict Ar­ 
nold said that he would dispose his 
forces so that they could not fight 
well. He gave Andre the plans for 
West Point. 
Andre carried them in his stocking.

Relatives in Arlington Heights sent 
us your July 22 article describing a 
proposed skateboard rink that may be 
built in the middle of Recreation 
Park. We think the idea is pre­ 
posterous. 
I grew up across the street from 
that park, and can visualize how the 
place would change. It would become 
one of the biggest hangouts in town, a 
center of 
noise, 
commotion 
and 
maybe even petty crime in what is 
presently one of the quietest neighbor­ 
hoods in Arlington Heights. TYaffic 
would increase and parking would be 
strained. As the article notes, more 
parking might be “developed” along 
Douglas. That is, asphalt would re­ 
place grass, hardly the right priority 
for a public park. 
Further, public land would be used 
by a private developer, a dubious 
precedent. Parkland should be sacr­ 
osanct, held in trust for future gener­ 
ations. If an entrepreneur wants to 


build an entertainment business, he 
should find land in the private sector 
instead of consuming too-scarce pub­ 
lic parkland, especially for construc­ 
tion of an eventual building. Would 
the park district administrators invite 
a developer to install a roller coaster? 
A go-cart track? A movie theater? A 
pinball arcade? A roller skating rink? 
A bowling alley? How is a com­ 
mercial skateboard rink essentially 
different from these? 
There is no doubt a need in Arling­ 
ton Heights for such a facility, and 
one should no doubt be built. But not 
by a private developer in a public 
park. And not in the Recreation Park 
area, of all places, for the residents 
are mostly older people with no teen­ 
age kids, and would have a hard time 
adjusting to the change.

The Herald newspapers printed a 
story several weeks ago concerning a 
change in our health care/nurses pro­ 
gram in Wheeling Tw^p. Dist. 21. The 
article briefly described the program 
and stated that two board members, 
Linda Sprechman and Dan Kafcas ve­ 
toed the proposed program.

until 2:30 p.m. for the health aides so 
that they would be on the job for the 
afternoon recess period. 
In conclusion, Dist. 21 will have an 
excellent health care program for the 
77-78 school year, which was the ulti­ 
mate goal of the entire board, and it 
has been approved. In the future, 
please qualify your statements when 
you report that certain board mem­ 
bers opposed a program.

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U.S. power politics tied 
to economic well-being

President Carter has offered to help the Somalis if they decide 
to bring their weapons business across to the Western side of the 
street from Moscow. He also has offered to help Chad and the 
Sudan. 
This is the first time since the collapse of the American venture 
in Vietnam that Washington has initiated a new and positive oper­ 
ation in power politics. Former Sec. of State Henry Kissinger tried 
to initiate one in the case of Angola. Congress blocked him. So far, 
Congress has not objected to this operation which affects the fu­ 
ture of the whole of northeast Africa. 
Moscow has objected. Izvestia has asserted that the United 
States is behind the separatist movement in the Eritrean part of 
Ethiopia (which has been backed by the Sudan and Somalia) and 
is attempting to win Somalia away from the Soviet Sphere of 
influence. Moscow charges that this is an attempt to overthrow 
“revolutionary” regimes in the Horn of Africa. 
NOT ALL OF THE details of what is actually going on in the 
Horn of Africa are on the official public record. But essentially, 
Moscow’s charges are correct. The United States is supporting 
Saudi Arabia in that country’s long-term effort to push Soviet 
influence out of northeastern Africa. Moscow has got the message. 
Washington does not want Soviet power astride the oil route from 
the Persian Gulf to the West. 
This comes as something of a shock to persons who thought the 
United States had gone out of the business of power politics. So the 
question arises, is this a justified or a foolish thing? 
The essential point in my opinion is that events in the whole of 
northeastern Africa and more particularly in Somalia do touch 
upon vital American and West European interets. 
The United States today is increasingly dependent on imported 
oil. Its allies in Western Europe are almost wholly dependent on 
that source of oil. Until North American and Western Europe devel­ 
op alternative sources of energy their economic well-being, even 
their econmic survival, depend on a regular and uninterrupted 
flow of oil coming from a friendly Middle East. I cannot think of 
any target for American diplomacy having a higher priority right 
now than the security of the oil line from Middle East to West. 
SOMALIA ITSELF is a minor matter. Its population is about 
three million, mostly nomadic. Its exports are worth $54 million a 
year. But its geographic location make it of enormous strategic 
importance. 
Moscow has been cultivating Somalia for years. Moscow has a 
naval and air base at Berbera. From Berbera the Soviets can 
overlook the Gulf of Aden which is the outlet from the Suez Canal 
and the Red Sea into the Indian Ocean. From Berbera they can 
also overlook the route of the tankers heading south from the 
Persian Gulf to the Cape of Good Hope. 
In other words, the United States has logical and proper reasons 
of national self-interest for doing precisely what Moscow accuses it 
of doing. It is trying to expel Soviet influence from Northeast 
Africa. It is offering to help Somalia, not because of love for the 
Somalis, but because the economic well-being of the United States 
and its allies is involved. It is a case of national interest.

Early reaction to Carter welfare 
reform favorable if cautious

Congress 
agree on the evils of the present wel­ 
fare system, but can they agree on an 
alternative? 
That is the $31 billion question being 
debated here as the President asks 
Congress to scrap the old system and 
replace it with his new and slightly 
more expensive “better jobs and in­ 
come” program. 
Most lawmakers would readily buy 
the plan’s pro-work, pro-family, and 
antifraud goals. It is the “how to” 
specifics of geting more of the poor 
off welfare and onto payrolls and en­ 
suring that work is always more prof­ 
itable than welfare that are sure to be 
the controversial focus of what Presi­ 
dent Carter himself has said will be 
“long, tough negotiations.” 


HOWEVER, EARLY REACTION to 
the President’s reform plan — from 
influential Democratic lawmakers to 
representatives of such groups as the 
National Urban League and the U.S. 
Conference of Mayors — has been 
surprisingly, if cautiously, favorable. 
The reason in large part appears to 
be the politically appealing changes 
which the President quietly made in 
the plan only a few days before it was 
made public in Plains, Ga. Saturday. 
Basically, these changes offer more 
fiscal relief to burdened state and lo­ 
cal governments that the President 
originally intended and significantly 
tightened up the work requirement in 
the plan. 
Indeed, many consider the work re­ 
quirement the only element of the re­ 
form most likely to get through Con­ 
gress. There has long been strong 
support in Congress for a tough work 
requirement as long as there are jobs 
to match. 
Initially President Carter would 
have required single parents of chil­ 
dren aged ll or older to accept jobs 
or face a cutback in cash assistance. 
After meeting at the White House 
with Sen. Russell Long, (D-La.), the 
powerful Senate Finance Committee 
chairman who favors a much stronger 
work requirement, the President is 
understood to have changed his plan 
to include mothers of 7- to 13-year- 


olds who are able to work. They will 
be expected to accept at the minimum 
part-time jobs (some 300,000 of these 
would be expected to accept full-time 
plan) and expected to accept full-time 
jobs if day-care facilities are avail­ 
able. 


“I THINK CARTER has taken the 
work requirement about as far as he 
could sensibly take it — it’s really not 
very harsh,” comments Brookings In­ 
stitution welfare expert John Palmer. 
Sen. Daniel P. Moynihan, (D-N.Y.), 
chairman of the Senate finance sub­ 
committee which will consider the 
plan in the fall, told reporters at 
breakfast recently that it is a “mag­ 
nificent proposal” w'hich has “a good 
chance of getting through because of 
that work requirement.” He says he 


thinks the atmosphere in this country 
has changed significantly for the bet­ 
ter over the last eight years to the 
point where work for women is re­ 
garded more as a “right” than a 
“punishment.” 


Another Carter move which appears 
to have appeased potentially hostile 
state and local officials is the Presi­ 
dent’s bid to give $2 billion in fiscal 
relief to state and local governments 
during the first year of the plan. 
Obviously pleased with the early fa­ 
vorable reactions to the new plan, 
Health, Education, and Welfare Sec. 
Joseph A. Califano Jr. said on “Face 
the Nation” that hearings on both 
sides of Congress would begin in Sep­ 
tember and predicted, “This program 
is going to go through Congress . . . 


we’re finally going to have welfare re­ 
form.” 
HOWEVER THE CONTENT and 
price tag of the changes are also 
drawing criticism from conservative 
Republicans who consider the plan too 
generous, and from organized welfare 
groups who call it too spartan. 
One area sure to be controversial, 
for instance, is the creation of 1.4 mil­ 
lion public service job and training 
positions which the administration it­ 
self bills as “the biggest jobs program 
since the Depression.” 
Also, the President’s plan to supple- 
ment the salary of the working pool 
according to income and size of fami* 
ly so that work will always be more 
profitable than welfare has already 
triggered sharp criticism.

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Middle East trip raises questions 


LONDON (U P I) - Sec. of State 
Cyrus Vance’s mission to the Middle 
East ended inconclusively Thursday, 
with a veiled warning to Israel from 
Egypt on the threat of a new conflict 
and a pledge from PLO leader Yasser 
Arafat to write victory over Israel in 
“ blood, blood, blood.” 
Vance arrived in London Thursday 
night after a marathon one-day diplo­ 
matic blitz that began at 6 a.m. in 
Israel and took him to three Arab na­ 
tions and on to London for two days of 
talks aimed at a peaceful handover of 
power to blacks in Rhodesia. 
Vance failed in efforts to resume 
the Geneva Middle East peace confer­ 
ence this fall but he did make ar­ 
rangements for bilateral talks in New 
York next month with the foreign 
ministers of Israel, Egypt, Syria and 
Jordan during the U.N. fall session. 
HE RAN INTO a hardline Israeli 
stand in talks with Prime Minister 


Menahem Begin and a refusal by Syr­ 
ian Preident Hafez Assad to abandon 
the Palestine Liberation Organization. 
The Arab press warned that without a 
peace settlement there could be a new 
Middle East war. 
Israel held to its position that it 
would never negotiate with the PLO, 
that it would never retreat to all of its 
pre-war boundaries and that there 
could be no Palestinian state on the 
West Bank of Jordan. 
The Israeli cabinet met later Thurs­ 
day after Vance left and Begin reite­ 
rated that position, calling the PLO 
“ genociders” and stating that there 
could be no Geneva conference if the 
PLO were included. 
After a one-hour talk outside Alex­ 
andria, Egyptian President Anwar Sa­ 
dat and Vance emerged smiling from 
a guest house near a military airfield 
in northern Egypt.

The Justice Dept, still hopes to extradite Korean businessman 
Tongsun Park for questioning about his alleged payoffs to mem­ 
bers of Congress and other American officials, it was learned 
Thursday. Earlier, Justice Dept, officials said there was not 
enough evidence to indict Park on an extraditable offense and 
instead they were exerting diplomatic pressure on South Korea to 
force Park to answer questions. But Assistant Atty. Gen. Ben­ 
jamin Civiletti, heading the Justice Dept, investigation, indicated 
in a telephone interview with U PI Thursday he still is looking for 
more evidence to indict and extradite Park as well. 


Space shuttle 1st flight today 


The space shuttle Enterprise tries its wings for the first time 
this morning, gliding from a jumbo jet to a desert landing in a key 
test for its maiden orbital flight in 1979. Enterprise Comdr. Fred 
Haise rehearsed the five-minute descent Thursday in a twin-engine 
jet rigged with a computer to simulate the flying characteristics 
of the 75-ton, delta-winged spaceplane. The Enterprise Friday will 
be hauled piggy-back style to about 23,900 feet above the Mojave 
Desert on a converted 747 airliner. The shuttle is scheduled to 
break away from the big jet at 10:46 a.m. CDT, glide along a 
U-shaped course and set down five minues later at 200 miles per 
hour on a dry lake bed runway IVz miles long. 


Killer sought in slaying of family 


Police in Seaside, Calif., worked without benefit of a weapon, a 
suspect or a motive Thursday in trying to trace the killer of an all­ 
female family of four, all found stabbed to death in their apart­ 
ment three blocks from the police department. Two women and a 
girl were found dead in the kitchen of the detached living unit in a 
low-income section of this Monterey Peninsula community shortly 
before 6 a.m. The body of a fourth victim, a 15-year-old girl, was 
found in the bedroom with her hands tied behind her. 
Investigators said the killer apparently wielded a knife but they 
found no weapon. They had no suspect in custody and knew of no 
motive. 


Big crops could slow inflation 
If American grain crops are big this year, consumers can look 
forward to a slower rate of food price inflation next year, a senior 
government analyst says. The forecast came from the Agriculture 
Department’s chief economist, Howard Hjort, as the department 
prepared to issue its August report on production of corn, wheat, 
soybeans, cotton and other major crops. The report follows by one 
day a department announcement that the Soviet Union’s 1977 grain 
harvest now is estimated at a near-record 220 million tons, down 4 
million tons below last year’s record — but still the third biggest 
crop in Russian history.

Bombing follows Queen’s visit 


A bomb exploded Thursday on the campus of a university where 
less than five hours earlier Queen Elizabeth had defied a terrorist 
bomb threat by hosting a garden party and delivering a plea for 
“ peace and stability.” The bomb, which police described as “ less 
than IO pounds,” went off as the queen sailed from Northern Ire­ 
land at the end of a violence-marred, two-day visit. Police sources 
said they believed the bomb was planted after the queen had 
departed and security had been lifted. It exploded some 300 yards 
from the nearest building visited by the queen. 


550 Somali troops killed: Ethiopia 
Ethiopia said Thursday its troops have killed 550 Somali soldiers 
in the past two days and will retake the Ogaden Desert “ in a very 
short time.” But Somali forces claimed new military victories. 
Ethiopia’s military command said 400 Somalis were killed Wednes­ 
day and 150 died Thursday during an Ethiopian army maneuver 
between the northern Ogalen towns of Dire Dawa and Aisha. The 
command said 13 Ethiopian soldiers also died. There was no inde­ 
pendent verification of the Ethiopian report. 


Stolen treasures worth $750 million 
The newspaper of Spain’s Roman Catholic Church Thursday esti­ 
mated the value of three works of medieval art plundered from a 
13th Century cathedral at nearly a quarter of a billion dollars. It 
called the theft “ a disaster for history and culture.” Police said 
they had made no progress in the search for four thieves who 
sneaked into te Ovideo Cathedral — the religious shrine of As­ 
torias province — Tuesday night and raided its “ Holy Chamber.” 
They stripped a 9th Century eross of its diamonds and jewels, 
plucked the gold work and gems from an oak chest and also stole 
another jewel-studded 10th Century cross, ripping it from its cas­ 
ing and breaking it. Art sources said the theft was the biggest 
such haul since the end of the civil war in 1939. But estimates of 
the worth of the objects varied greatly. 
Castro to free families of Yanks 
Cuban President Fidel Castro, in a gesture of “ good will,” has 
agreed to allow the Cuban families of 80 to IOO American citizens 
to leave Cuba. Sen. Frank Church said Thursday. Church also 
announced Castro has released two American boats and their 
American crews. “ I leave with the impression I have found a 
friend,” said Church, D-Idaho, at a joint news conference with the 
Cuban president at Jose Marti International Airport at the end 
of a four-day stay.

EGYPTIAN DIPLOMATIC sources 
said it was a clear warning to Israel 
that Egypt might not renew the 
agreement negotiated by then Secre­ 
tary of State Henry Kissinger in Sep­ 
tember 1975 and that the Middle East 
could drift toward another conflict if a 
final peace agreement is not reached.

U.S. officials believe the next move 
is up to the PLO. If the PLO accepts 
U.N. resolution 242 accepting the right 
of Israel to exist within secure bound­ 
aries, Vance will talk to them in New 


York in September and then pressure 
will be on the Israelis to deal with the 
new situation created by the Carter 
policy. . 
ARAFAT INDICATED Thursday in 
Beirut that the road to peace would 
not be easy. He pledged to Palestinian 
guerrilla trainees a continued armed 
fight for Palestine whether Vance and 
Israel’s leaders “ like it or not.” 
He said the “ Arab nation” would 
defeat Israel and write “ victory in let­ 
ters of light and fire. It will write its 
victory in words of blood, blood, 
blood. 
“ I say in the name of the guns you 
carry that the West Bank and all of 
Palestine belongs to those (Palesti­ 
nians) who fight in it and die as mar­ 
tyrs for its sake,” Arafat said. 
In London, Vance was to meet Fri­ 
day with British Foreign Secretary 
David Owen and South African For­ 
eign Ministeer Roelof F. “ Pik” Botha. 
On Saturday, before flying home to 
Washington, he scheduled a meeting 
with British Prime Minister James 
Callaghan and Tanzanian President

Dollar takes slight 
dip iii world market 


The U.S. dollar fell against major European currencies Thurs­ 
day after expectations of a cut in German interest rates failed to 
materialize and led to some covering of Wednesday's purchases. 
London dealers said the downward movement was accelerated 
when New York came in. despite release of the U. S. wholesale 
price index, which showed the rate of inflation had slowed. But 
they said a steadier tone developed later. Also in New York, the 
Canadian dollar firmed, closing at 93.05 U. S. cents, compared 
with 92.95 cents Wednesday. The Mexican peso was trading at 
22.89 pesos to the dollar, compared with 22.88. 


Chiropractors scil mattresses 


The Federal Trade Commission said Wednesday it has no objec­ 
tion if chiropractors also act as matress salesmen, provided cer­ 
tain steps are taken to make sure no consumer deception is in­ 
volved. The agency issued the opinion at the request of the North 
Carolina Chiropractic Association Inc., which wanted to know if its 
members could enter into an agreement with a mattress manufac­ 
turer under which its members would recommend the product to 
patients and receive commissions — provided each chiropractor 
sold at least six mattresses a year, 


Auto production to hit low point 


U.S. auto production this week will drop to the lowest point of 
the year as automakers clear their plants for the start of 1978 
model output. With 14 of 47 U.S. assembly plants closed for the 
summer changeover period, production this week will drop to 
98,484 cars, 8 per cent below last week and 3,000 cars below the 
same week last year, the trade publications Ward’s Automotive 
Reports said Thursday. During normal production this past winter, 
automakers were building 200.000 cars a week. Despite the produc­ 
tion slowdown, U.S. Motor vehicle output since Jan. I is expected 
to top 8 million next week. There w'ere just 7.3 million units assem­ 
bled as of the same period a year ago, Ward’s said. 


IIT A aids working students 


“The new television age has made it possible for a working 
person to earn university course credits applicable to an under­ 
graduate or even a graduate degree without attending night school 
or missing a day at work,” Professor Peter G. Lykos told a meet­ 
ing of the Elk Grove Village Rotary Club at the Maitre d’ Restau­ 
rant in Elk Grove Village. Lykos is director of IIT/V, the private 
instructional television network launched in 1976 by Illinois In­ 
stitute of Technology. “IIT/V uses designated microwave fre­ 
quencies to telecast our regular live on-campus classes, while they 
are happening, to off-campus sites in a 40-mile radius of downtown 
Chicago. Students attending class at the off-campus sites talk to 
their on-campus classmates and professor using a continuously 
‘live’ telephone hookup,” Lykos explained. In IIT/V’s first year of 
operation, Lykos said eight major employers in the Chicago area 
had joined the IIT/V network, including Motorola. Inc. in Schaum­ 
burg. 


Amoco stops feasibility study 


Amoco Oil Co., Chicago, a subsidiary of Standard Oil of Indiana, 
has announced it will no longer finance a feasibility stuly for a 
proposed northern Tier Oil pipeline that would be laid from Wash­ 
ington State to Minnesota. “We informed the management of 
Northern Tier that we would make no more financial contributions 
to the feasibility study.” Amoco spokesman Carl Meyerdirk said 
Thursday. “But wre made it clear that if additional support should 
develop for the pipeline, we would continue to support it.” North­ 
ern Tier, a group of individuals and entities in the northwest, 
proposed the pipeline in November, 1975. Meyerdirk said Amoco 
has given $500,000 to the project since May.

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Lower food costs send wholesale 
prices down for second month 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
Lower 
food costs sent wholesale prices down 
in July for the second month in a row, 
signaling only mild inflation for the 
rest of 1977, the U.S. Labor Dept, re­ 
ported Thursday. 
The July decrease of 0.1 per cent 
and June’s 0.2 per cent drop repre­ 
sented the first consecutive monthly 
declines in 2Vt. years. 
“This is reasonably good news,” 
said Dr, Courtenay Slater, one of the 
administration's top economists. She 
said moderate inflation is likely for 
the rest of the year. 
Prices declined both for raw food at 
the farm and in various stages of 
preparation on the w’ay to super­ 
markets. the department said. As a 
result, consumer-ready foods were 
only 0.4 per cent higher than April, at 
a seasonally adjusted compound an­ 
nual rate, for the smallest gain this 
year. 
The easing food prices began show­ 
ing up in grocery stores in recent 
weeks. 
Specifically, the report pinpointed 
lower prices for poultry, oilseeds, raw 
cotton, grains, tea. roasted coffee, 
fish and dairy products.

The Connecticut General Insurance 
Co., which employs 13,000 persons, is 
abolishing mandatory retirement at 
age 65 for most of its workers. “It is 
in the best interest of the corporation 
to retain the valued skills of employes 
who want to extend their careers be­ 
yond what used to be considered ‘nor­ 
mal’ retirement age,” said President 
Robert D. Kilpatrick. “By eliminating 
the mandatory retirement, we retain 
experience and knowledge that would 
otherwise be lost,” he said. Retire­ 
ment at 65 will continue to be re­ 
quired for the 450 to 500 officers of the 
firm and its 475 field managers, the 
announcement said. Members of the 
board of directors will be able to 
serve the company until age 70. 


commodities — metals, machinery, 
lumber and electric power — also 
contributed to the good economic 
news, although the 0.5 per cent in­ 
crease was slightly more than in 
June.

The 0.7 per cent decline in whole­ 
sale prices during June broke the 
back of a nine-month inflation spiral. 
That drop along with the one in July 
marked the first consecutive declines 
since February and March 1975, the 
department said. 


The July wholesale price index 
stood at 194 8 in July using the 1967 
base of IOO. That means wholesale 
buyers paid S194.80 for goods last 
month that would have cost $100 a 
decade earlier.

changes in prices of commodities sold 
in large quantities by producers. The 
survey covers 9.000 firms dealing in 
2.700 products. 


The new data on inflation showed 
wholesale prices rose 5.6 per cent in 
the past 12 months, the Labor Dept, 
said. 


This is a distinct improvement from 
the rate of increase that exceeded 7 
per cent last spring. And, thus far, it 
falls in line with administration as­ 
sessments that inflation would moder­ 
ate between June and December of 
this year.

Jobs for college grads 
up 41% over 1976: study 


NEW YORK (ITI) - Job offers to 
new four-year college graduates are 
up 41 per cent over last year, making 
this the best year of the ’70s, the Col­ 
lege 
Placement 
Council 
reported 
Thursday. 
On campuses, they're calling it “the 
year of the big rebound.” 
Biggest money, at the bachelor’s 
level, averages out at $1,512 a month. 
It is ticketed for petroleum engineers. 
In last place on the money list, are 
monthly salaries for graduates with a 
bachelor’s in humanities. The aver­ 
age: $810. 


AVERAGE STARTING salaries of­ 
fered accounting graduates came in 
at $1,052. Accounting earlier in the 


seventies was close to the top of the 
salary list. 
The placement council says the lat­ 
est data on accounting majors “prob­ 
ably can be attributed to the fact that 
the supply of accountants has caught 
up with demand.” 
The College Placement Council s 
salary survey, now in its 18th year, is 
based on job offers, not acceptances, 
made to college students in selected 
curricula and graduate programs dur­ 
ing the normal job recruiting period, 
September to June. 
At the master’s and doctoral level, 
recruitment activity also was up. In­ 
creases over last year’s offers were 43 
and 33 per cent, respectively. 
DATA FOR THE survey comes 


from 160 colleges ami universities. 
One trend of the seventies was re­ 
versed: The percentage increase in 
job offers to women bachelor’s degree 
graduates was lower than for men. 
Other highlights of the survey from 
the council based in Bethlehem, Pa.: 
• The top master’s monthly aver­ 
age was $1,509 — for chemical engi­ 
neers. Second and third on the mas­ 
ter's dollar averages: business admin­ 
istration, $1,503; mechanical engineer­ 
ing, $1,438. 
• At the doctoral level, the top dol­ 
lar monthly average, $1,882, was for 
chemical engineers, second, $1,811 for 
electrical engineering. Doctorates in 
chemistry were offered an average of 
$1,725 a month.

Scott won a lawsuit July 29 against 
Milwaukee resulting in an order that 
the city spend an estimated $400 mil­ 
lion to improve its sewage treatment 
plants. 
The two decisions will have a “ ma­ 
jor and noticable effect” on lake wa­ 
ter quality. But Lake Michigan, con- 
tray to popular belief, is “ still dying,” 
Robbins said. 
“ The real killer is phosphorous and 
to control it we need a ban on phos­ 
phorous detergents in the Great Lakes 
states,” he said. Chicago already has 
banned the sale of phosphorous deter­ 
gents.

Robbins said the new equipment 
will have a marked effect on the 
amount of cyanide in the lake. 
Cyanide has been a major killer of 
fish in Lake Michigan, Robbins said. 
The improvement of Milwaukee’s 
sewage treatment plants will remove 


some disease-causing bacteria now a 
health hazard to swimmers and Chi­ 
cago’s drinking water, he said. 
“ But there are other kinds of pollu­ 
tants — some that we are just dis­ 
covering are dangerously toxic chem­ 
icals. PCBs (poly-cholorinated biph­ 
enyls), for example, are still being 


poured into the lake,” Robbins said. 
THE FED ERA L Toxic Substance 
Control Act provides for the phasing 
out of PCBs, which are used in the 
manufacture of power transformers 
and other electrical equipment. 
Robbins said while he was pleased 
with the outcome of Scott's suits, it 


takes too long to win major anti-pollu­ 
tion cases in the courts. The 
suit 
against U.S. Steel took seven years to 
conclude. 
Stricter enforcement of anti-pollu­ 
tion standards is needed, Robbins 
said. 
In announcing the settlement with 


U.S. Steel, Scott said the court order 
“ marked the end of an historic chap­ 
ter in our battle to preserve the lake.” 
But Robbins said “ 90 to 95 per cent 
of the job is still left to be done. The 
lake is still dying. Let nobody say we 
are anywhere near the goal of ending 
our pollution problems.” 
Taxpayers ask little bill, not equity 


NEW YORK —- The majority of 
Americans appears to have only one 
interest in the outcome of President 
Carter’s tax reforms: They want to 
pay less in income taxes. They do not 
really care whether the 
proposed 
changes are simpler or more com­ 
plex, fairer or less fair, as long as 
their personal tax bill goes down. 
According to a survey recently done 
by the Roper Organization, Ameri­ 
cans generally agree that the present 
system of taxation is “ unfair.” But 
their sense of unfairness seems re­ 
lated to the conviction that they them­ 
selves pay too high a tax while others 
(principally the rich) pay too little. 


NONE OF THIS is good new's to tax 
reformers, for whom simplicity and 
fairness are ends in themselves. The 
Roper survey suggests that people 
would rather keep the present crazy- 
quilt system of tax deductions and 
credits (benefits they can clearly see) 
than lose these tax favors, even if 
promised a lower over-all tax rate in 
return. In fact they would be 
de­ 
lighted to add even more deductions 
to satisfy their special interests. Some 
of the Roper findings: 
• Reformers have attacked the low 
tax on capital gains, on the ground 
that it is not fair to tax wealth from 
investments at a lower rate than 
wealth from labor. But the majority 
disagrees with the reformers. A lower 
tax rate on profits from investments 
is quite popular. Even among people 
who do not own stock, only 23 per cent 
support the premise that capital gains 


Fight credit spurs record stock dip 


NEW YORK (U P I)—Stocks fell to 
their lowest level in 19 months Thurs­ 
day in fairly active trading after the 
Federal Reserve Board indicated it 
had tightened credit to counter a 
surge in the nation’s money supply. 
The Dow Jones industrial average, 
up about three points at the outset, 
fell 9.61 points to 877.43, the lowest 
level since it finished at 858.71 on Jan. 
2, 1976. The loss wiped out Wednes­ 
day’s 7.62-point advance. 


The FED reported after the New 
York Stock Exchange closed that the 
nation's money supply spurted $700 
million in the latest week. On a broad­ 
er basis, the money supply climbed $1 
billion. 
The NYSE common stock index fell 
.32 to 53.77 and the average price of a 
share shed 
18 cents. Standard &

• Most Americans are vigorously 
against “ tax loopholes,” which they 
think of as mysterious gimmicks used 
by the very rich. The deductions that 
you and I take for our own special 


expenditures, on the other hand, are 
considered “ reasonable allowances.” 
Even the tax breaks most criticized 
as favoring the wealthy — tax-free in­ 
terest on municipal bonds and letting 
half the profit from capital gains es­ 
cape untaxed — are generally per­ 
ceived as reasonable allowances rath­ 
er than loopholes by American tax­ 
payers. There is, in other words, wide 
support for the present pattern of tax 
favors. 


• People in the survey voted enthu­ 
siastically for more and better deduc­ 
tions and tax credits, even though 
warned that it might mean higher 


over-all tax rates. The attractiveness 
of the deductions simply obscured th# 
possibility of higher rates. When pre­ 
sented with reformist tax proposals, 
eliminating some of today's deduc­ 
tions and substituting a lower tax 
rate, people voted for the present sys­ 
tem by two to one. Special-interest de­ 
ductions are clearly something they 
know and love. 


It all boils down to this: The tax 
reformers have a tough row to hoe. 
Hardly anyone really cares if the sys­ 
tem is fair, as long as it gives them, 
personally, a break.

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Life, a new career begins at 40

NEW YORK (UPI) - At the age of 
40, Anita Margrill is embarked on a 
new career.

Persian carpets 
fall victim to 
modern times

TEHRAN (UPI) — Not everyone 
can afford a Persian carpet. 
Not everyone, that is, who could af­ 
ford one two years ago. 
Iran’s agressive modernization pol­ 
icy — the result of large oil revenues 
— is taking its toll in the intricate and 
exotic rugs whose traditional designs 
conjure up visions of Arabian nights. 
Production is down, prices are soar­ 
ing and quality is deteriorating. 


“IT’S PERSIAN carpet all right, 
but it’s not the same,” said Tehran 
rug merchant Iraj Mehdizadeh, who 
brags he has tempted customers with 
a million yards of Persian carpet in 
his exclusive shop. 


People in the business say quality is 
suffering as the village weavers no 
longer find their job satisfying as they 
become more and more integrated 
into contemporary society. Wild wage 
increases have been to no avail. 


“Money doesn’t hold them any­ 
more,” said Zahra Rajabi, 43, instruc­ 
tor and manager at a carpet weaving 
factory near Persepolis. “They want 
fun, fun, fun in the cities and they go 
after it. That's all.” 
Another factor is the Shah’s vigor­ 
ous literacy campaign in which he has 
decreed that parents who don’t send 
their children to school may end up in 
jail. 


THIS HAS sharply increased liter­ 
acy, but has taken an important part 
of the village weaving force from be­ 
hind the looms and put them in 
school. 
Now. those who are willing to 
weave can do so at their own terms. 
Wages have gone up 200 per cent over 
the last three years — and this in turn 
has nearly priced Persian carpets 
from local and world markets. 
On the other hand, still-cheap and 
abundant labor has enabled countries 
like India, Pakistan, 
Afghanistan, 


Turkey, China and Romania to take a 
large chunk of the international mar­ 
ket. 
In fact, several Iranian designer-in- 
vestors have gone to Pakistan, where 
it costs $214 to produce one square 
meter of carpet, compared to $714 to 
$1,143 in Iran. 
Recently it was reported that hun­ 
dreds of thousands of dollars worth of 
carpets are lying unsold in Kashan — 
waiting for buyers that just haven't 
turned up. 


IRANIAN CARPET exports fell to 
$85.6 million last year, from $107 mil­ 
lion the year before. Experts say the 
trend will continue as the demand for 
large carpets also has dwindled, leav­ 
ing exporters with limited orders for 
the smaller, 12 square meter size, a 
size that takes two weavers eight to IO 
months to complete. 


Another 
modern 
innovation 
has 
been machine-made carpets, which 
are much faster and cheaper to finish. 
“Sometimes you can’t tell the dif­ 
ference,” admitted one carpet dealer, 
“unless you look at the reverse side of 
the carpet.” 


MOST PERSIAN carpet dealers, 
however, are not worried. 
“Things will change,” said one 
wholesaler in Tehran's Grand Bazaar. 
“Machines cannot do what a man 
can” — which is true in a sense, as a 
really fine carpet can have between 
500 and 1,000 knots per wquare inch, 
each tied by hand. 


“A Persian carpet is the real thing. 
It will live as an art form, buyers or 
no buyers. And prices will go higher 
still,” said carpet dealer Dadud Sabi 
between sips of steaming tea from 
tiny gold-rimmed glasses. 
A notice on Sabi’s shop window an­ 
nounced, “English Spoken.” 


But, Sabi admitted, there hadn’t 
been a buyer — Iranian or foreign — 
for several days. 


Economic growth rate 
to slow in ’77: experts 


The economic growth rate will slow 
in late 1977 as consumer spending in­ 
creases which bolstered the economy 
during the first half of the year show 
smaller gains, two leading economists 
predicted Wednesday. 


Kenneth J. Thygerson and Dennis 
Jacobe also said the inflation rate 
should ease as consumer prices begin 
to follow recent wholesale price 
trends. Wholesale price increases, 
which had been running as high as 13 
per cent in the spring, have slowed 
and declined earlier this summer. 
Thygerson and Jacobe expect that 
consumer price increases will begin to 
slow, too, although they warned that 


the underlying inflation rate remains 
at a historically high 6 per cent. Thy­ 
gerson is chief economist and Jacobe 
is economist for the United States 
League of Savings Associations. The 
league is a trade group serving the 
$430 billion saving and loan business. 


Consumer spending will continue to 
provide impetus for future economic 
growth, Thygerson and Jacobe said. 
But, they noted, “recent economic in­ 
dicators suggest a slower pace of con­ 
sumer spending and a slower pace of 
economic expansion.” Nonetheless, an 
ample supply of mortgage money will 
keep housing sales high, the league 
economists said.

Fresh out of college, Mrs. Margrill 
started her own business designing 
rugs, which were turned out by a 
small firm on the island of Majorca, 
then brought back here to be sold. 
The business went bust when a giant 
carpet producer began turning out the 
same type of rug at a cost far below 
that of Mrs. Margrill’s. 
“FRANKLY, THEY were a lot 
more attractive too,” she says. 
She turned to sculpture, specifically 
metal sculpture designed for play­ 
ground use. Some of the sculpture, of 
various shapes and sizes, is used for 
water spraying and Mrs. Margrill 
holds patents on several creations. 
One would hardly associate metal 
sculpting with Mrs. Margrill. Such 
sculpting needs a bender and fabric­ 
ator since the end product sometimes 
weighs hundreds of pounds and the 
expectation is that the sculptor him­ 
self would lend a hand when needed. 
Mrs. Margrill, brown-haird with lively 
brown eyes, is small and slight, al­ 
most fragile. 
She works out of a loft in Soho, east 


of Greenwich Village, equipped with 
living quarters for the times when she 
is too engrossed in a project to go 
home. 
“Fortunately it doesn’t happen often 
or my home life would never sur­ 
vive,” she says. 


O N E PARTICULAR night she chose 
to go home after a long working day 
ended 
in 
near-tragedy. 
She 
fell 
through a basement trapdoor, break­ 
ing both legs when she landed on the 
concrete below. 
A man passing by rescued her, 
called an ambulance, remained with 
her until it arrived, then disappeared 
without introducing himself. “My per­ 
sonal Good Samaritan,” she said. 
The accident immobilzed her for six 
weeks. She took advantage of the en­ 
forced rest to write poetry. “It proved 
to me that I was more suited to what 
I had been doing.” 
Along with her other talents, Mrs. 
Margrill dabbled in writing over the 
years and after receiving her archi­ 
tectural degree last year woiked 
briefly as executive editor of Energy 
Magazine. 
Mrs. Margrill says she always has 
wanted to be an artist of one kind or 
another and as a child spent much of 
her time buried in Life Magazine, 
which regularly carried art reproduc­ 
tions. “I told my parents that some­ 
day I’d be in Mrs. Whitney’s mu­ 
seum,” she said. 
Mrs. Margrill gives credit to anoth­ 
er ingredient for her successes over 
the years. It was particularly present 
in her current home building project, 
which she was forewarned against 
starting in an analogy likened to a 
person serving as his own lawyer in 
litigation. 
“I just happened to contact the 
various building people — excavator, 
carpenter, electrician — at a time 
when they were in a slow period. I 
was just simply lucky to get them 
when I did.”

Suspect thought to send 
threatening mail to others 


YONKERS, N Y. (UPI) - Police 
said Thursday David Berkowitz, the 
man charged with being “Son of 
Sam,” the .44-caliber killer who terro­ 
rized New York City with six murders 
in the past year, carried on a less vio­ 
lent hate campaign closer to home. 
A fellow apartment house resident, 
Craig Glassman found his apartment 
door set afire last Saturday. In his 
mailbox he found a letter mailed two 
days earlier. It said, “You will be 
punished, Craig.” 


Glassman, 29, a corporal in the 
Westchester County sheriff’s emer­ 
gency force, received three other 
threatening, almost incoherent notes 
— addressed “My Master” and at 
times signed “Your Brother” — that 
blamed him for forcing the writer to 
commit murders. 


HE FORWARDED the early notes 
to his superiors and a file was opened 
on the unknown writer. 
“I thought he was nothing more 
than a kook at the time,” Glassman 
said. 
After his door was torched, Yonkers 
police paid a visit. 
They told Glassman they believed 
the fire was set and the letters sent, 
by the tenant above him. Berkowitz. 
Berkowitz, police told him Satur­ 
day, also was a suspect in New York 
City’s “Son of Sam” manhunt. 


POLICE 
TOLD 
GLASSMAN 
the 
suspect was mailing threats to others 
in Yonkers, including one person be­ 


lieved to be “Sam” — Sam Carr, 64, 
who runs a telephone answering ser­ 
vice from his home on nearby War- 
burton Avenue. 
Glassman. wrho moved into his stu­ 
dio apartment in March, had never 
met nor heard of David Berkowitz, a 
24-year-old postal worker. 
His first letter came June 7, the sec­ 
ond July 13. 


The notes, written in careful script, 
all contained threats.

‘Son of Sam killed dogs for kicks’

YONKERS. N Y. — They say he 
even killed dogs, just for kicks. 


Yonkers police officers, who have 
been investigating the Son of Sam sus­ 
pect’s conduct since Christmas Eve 
1976, said the man probably also 
killed two dogs. He shot them from 
his apartment building window be­ 
cause he could not stand them, police 
said. 


Police officers Thomas Chamber- 
lain and Peter Intervals were called 
to investigate the shooting death of a 


German shepherd at a house near the 
35 Pine St. apartment building W’here 
David Berkowitz. 24. charged with 
being Son of Sam. resided. 


Observing that the dog had been 
shot by a 22-caliber bullet, the officers 
searched the area but “we didn't 
think anything of it at the time,” In- 
tervallo said. 


On April 2, a second German shep­ 
herd was shot and wounded in the hip 
by a 22-caliber bullet, this time in a 
back yard on Warburton Avenue, also 
near 35 Pine St. 


“AT THIS POINT, we started put­ 
ting things together,” Intervallo said. 


The two officers searched the area 
again and discovered that “the only 
window’ exposed in 35 Pine Street was 
that of Berkowitz^ apartment.” From 
this point, the officers began looking 
into the suspect's background and dis­ 
covered he reallv hated dogs. “They 
completely freaked him out.” 


Despite the investigation, Berkowitz 
was never charged in the two shooting 
incidents, even after the owner of the 
second dog received several letters in 
the mail, one of which reportedly 
read. “You have been warned to stop 
your dog from barking during the 
day. Now you're going to have to 
die.” 


'N. Y. suspects gun tied to Texas pawnshop 


HOUSTON (UPI) - A federal fire­ 
arms agent Thursday said the gun al­ 
legedly used by the New York killer 
known as “Son of Sam” was bought 
by a Houston man at a local pawn­ 
shop in June, 1976. 


W. M. Rothgeb, Houston agent-In- 
charge of the Bureau of Alcohol, To­ 
bacco and Firearms, said the Charter 
Arms Co. “Bulldog” .44 revolver was 
sold June 12. 1976 by Spring Branch 
Jewelry and Loan Co. 


New York police quoted “Son of 
Sam” suspect David Berkowitz. 24. as 
saying an Army buddy gave him the 
gun. 


Rothgeb identified the buyer of the 
gun as a 24-year-old Houston man. 
The man was not charged and his 


name wras being withheld because of 
federal privacy laws. 
“We’ve been asked by the New 
York Police Dept, not to interview 
this individual.” Rothgeb said. “They 
said they wanted to await further le­ 
gal advice.” 


A WOMAN REACHED by telephone 
at the address of the gun buyer said, 
“My son is innocent. He has a job. 
I’m not going to tell you where. He 
comes home. He lives with us. 
“I’m sure the police will want to 
talk to my son. We don’t mind that at 
all. We are not afraid of the police. 
My son is not running and neved will. 
When he talks to the police, then I’ll 
talk.”

Colorful war generals 


specialty of producer

With the exception of leading actors, controversial directors and 
movie moguls the likes of Dino De Laurentiis and Joseph E. Levin, 
film credits go more or less unnoticed. 
For instance, there is Frank McCarthy of whom the average 
moviegoer might inquire — "Who’s he?’’ 
McCarthy produced "MacArthur,” the much anticipated film 
about Gen. Douglas MacArthur, for the filmmaking team of Rich­ 
ard Zanuck/David Brown. 
It is his second film to spotlight rebel World War II American 
generals, men who achieved heroic stature by bending — rather 
than blindly following — established military protocol. 
First came "Patton,” a film that received the Academy Award 
for Best Picture of the Year in 1970. 
Yet even if people recognize McCarthy’s name from his first 
prize package, few are familiar with his background. McCarthy’s 
interest in colorful, eccentric generals goes far beyond simple 
curiosity. 
A RETIRED brigadier general himself, McCarthy was once Sec­ 
retary of the War Department General Staff and secretary to 
General of the Army George C. Marshall, chief of staff during 
World War II. 
Through his military duties, McCarthy met and mingled with 
many of the high ranking brass. 
Occasionally he was even a guest at George S. Patton’s home. 
"I was only a lowly subordinate, but I did get to meet everyone. 
Patton was most interesting to observe up close — a fascinating 
man,” said the slight, soft-spoken producer who also had an oppor­ 
tunity to meet President Franklin D. Roosevelt, Winston Churchill, 
Chiang Kai-Shek, 
Bernard 
Montgomery and the celebrated 
Douglas MacArthur. 
"Actually I only met MacArthur once, but one of my jobs was 
coordinating all the correspondence that came across Marshall’s 
desk. That included what MacArthur sent. So I got to know him in 
a way, through his dispatches.” 
McCarthy was keenly aware of MacArthur’s popularity, his 
great flair for showmanship and his craving for publicity both on 
the field and off. Yet he had never considered making a film about 
the war hero. "Patton” was to be his "first and only general 
film.” 


"ONE DAY AFTER the release of ‘Patton,’ I ran into Clare 
Luce. She reminded me that MacArthur was as equally interesting 
a man as Patton — that I just hadn’t had a chance to know him 
personally like Patton,” recalled McCarthy, who now modifies his 
original statement, "This is my second and final general film. 
There are qualities in both men that make for good drama.” 
Though "MacArthur” was released just this summer it’s been in 
the making for five years. A six-month delay was caused by a 
screenwriters’ 
strike, 
an 
unforeseen 
luxury 
according 
to 
McCarthy, who spent the time in a Norfolk, Va., library devoted to 
MacArthur. 


"I screened 150 books eliminating all but 69. Of those, 20 were 
complete biographies and the others touched on him.” 
Information that could authenticate the film or add an insight 
into the character of MacArthur, McCarthy taped to aid writers. 
Hal Barwood and Matthew Robbins in their film assignment. 
Gregory Peck, who plays the title role, saw every bit of 16 mm 
film ever shot of MacArthur during the war. 


THE FILM TRACES only the last decade of MacArthur^ lively 
career, from 1942 when the General, already 62, was pulled out of 
Corregidor, to 1951, when he was relieved of his command by an 
angry President Truman. 
Originally McCarthy had planned to shoot entirely on location in 
the Philippines and Japan. Yet on closer inspection he realized it 
would be impossible. Nothing looked the same. 
"The sea wall at Inchon in Korea, which MacArthur^ troops 
scaled to cut enemy supply lines, was situated next to the city 
during the war. Today the city is a mile away.” 
Malinta Tunnel on Corregidor and Leyte Beach, where MacAr­ 
thur waded ashore on his promised return with flash bulbs popping 
to record the historic event as he so insisted, are also much differ­ 
ent. The latter is now a favorite tourist spot. And Toyko is built up 
far more than it was in 1945. 


CONSEQUENTLY, many of the scenes were filmed on the back- 
lots of Universal Studios or at military bases around the country

with designer John Lloyd coming up with the necessary sets. 
To make sure, however, that no stone was left uncovered or 
misplaced, McCarthy assigned Clayton James, doctorate professor 
of history at Mississippi State University who is completing the 
third of a three^volume set about MacArthur, as technical adviser. 
"He’s the only unprejudiced biographer of MacArthur there is. 
Either writers are very critical of him or obviously were a mem­ 
ber of his staff,” said McCarthy. 
“While comparisons between ‘Patton’ and ‘MacArthur’ are inev­ 
itable,” he continued, "it is impossible to compare the two films 
because they were about two, entirely different men.” 
Both were accomplished leaders, loved and despised at the same 
time, who flaunted authority if they thought their way was better. 


"PATTON WAS in command in Europe only three years. He 
was not as well known as MacArthur, one time field marshal. The 
public always knew about MacArthur. He was the greatest hero of 
World War II.” 
Yet, to say which man was more colorful is purely subjective, 
according to McCarthy. 
"Patton was known to slap his soldiers. He insulted the Rus­ 
sians. McArthur defied the President of the United States, but 
he never used profanity as did Patton. Grandeur and eloquence 
described MacArthur.” 
One interesting tidbit. "Patton r’idn’t like ever to be seen re­ 
treating ” °’d always return by helicopter. MacArthur^ returns 
were n 
een at all because they were never announced,” said 
McCarti, 
Because MacArthur was such a well known public figure, there 
was a casting problem. A celebrity, the studio was concerned, 
would take away from MacArthur’s own presence and popularity. 


"PECK WAS ALWAYS my first choice. But we dabbled with 
unknowns. Except, if an actor is not a star by the time he looks 62, 
he’s probably not a very good actor.” (Peck turned 61 this year.) 
McCarthy described MacArthur as very professional, but very 
flamboyant and curious of dress — crushed cap, corn cob pipe 
which he rarely ever smoked but was always photographed with, 
and big pleated trousers to hide what MacArthur self-consciously 
considered a large rear. His stand and walk were easy to recog­ 
nize — both hands in his back pockets. 
"Peck was able to really evoke him without being a look-alike. 
We tried to rub a nose on him, but it didn’t work. Peck said he 
couldn’t work in a rubber nose anyhow. All we gave him was a 
cap, glasses and pipe, and we shaved the top of his head where 
MacArthur had that bald spot.” 
McCarthy, who has had a varied, colorful career himself as 
journalist, professor, and, previous to World War II, a press agent 
for theatrical producer-director George Abbott, is adamant when 
he says. ‘MacArthur’ is my last general war movie.” 


"MARSHALL, Bradley and Eisenhower were ah steady, strong 
men. They knew exactly what they were doing. But there was 
never any pretense to them. They didn’t dress up. They weren’t 
the flamboyant figures of Patton and MacArthur. They wouldn’t 
make good movies.” 
McCarthy’s plans for the next six months are simple — "to do 
nothing.” 
"These two pictures have been so strenuous. They’ve com­ 
plicated the last 25 years of my life.”

Marilyn White Sansom does. 
Marilyn was inundated with mu­ 
sic as the eldest daughter of Boyd 
White, longtime choral director at 
Arlington and Buffalo Grove High 
Schools, and his wife Lola, a pi­ 
ano teacher. 
Her parents 
in­ 
troduced her to sharps and flats 
before she entered kindergarten, 
and the cello replaced the piano 
at age 12. 
"I grew up hearing music all 
the time, and there’s no doubt it 
made an impact on me,” said 
Marilyn, relaxing in the living 
room of her parents’ Arlington 
Heights home on a visit from 
England. "I wasn’t even 
inter­ 
ested in the cello for about a year 
after I started playing, but my 
parents kept me at it.” 


THOSE YEARS OF parental 
prodding, private lessons and four 
or five hours of practice a day 
paid off for Marilyn: as a student 


in Hartford, Conn., she joined a 
string quartet which performed at 
the prestigious Spoleto Music Fes­ 
tival in Italy. She later landed a 
Fullbright Scholarship to study in 
Paris. 
A visit to London turned into a 
permanent stay 15 years ago 
when Marilyn met her future hus­ 
band. Since then she has occupied 
principal cello position with the 
BBC Symphony, and performs on 
a freelance basis with the Monte- 
verdo Orchestra, Academy of St. 
Martins-in-the Fields and the Lon­ 
don Sinfonietta. 
Marilyn is enthusiastic over the 
opportunities for classical musi­ 
cians in London, and while she 
notes the London Symphony Or­ 
chestra has only one woman 
member ("they’re changing, but 
very slowly” ), she maintains sex­ 
ism isn’t much of an issue. 
"They’ll take the best player, re­ 
gardless of sex,” she said. 


MARILYN PREFERS the Ba­ 
roque and contemporary reper­ 
toires of chamber orchestras, but 


her musical experience isn’t limit­ 
ed to Mozart and Bach. As a 
"change of pace,” she has record­ 
ed with the likes of Elton John, 
the Eagles and Cat Sevens. 
"I’m not a pop fan,” said Mari­ 
lyn with an emphatic smile and 
an authentic English accent. "But 
since it’s cheaper to record in 
London, a lot of pop stars come 
here, and they’re looking for 
people to provide background.” 
Most of the time, Marilyn’s 
first-hand experience is limited to 
a glimpse of the artist in a booth 
above the recording studio, since 
the background music is recorded 
separately. But she has toured in 
England with several groups, and 
she spent a day with Bingo Starr 
at John Lennon's estate outside 
London after performing in his 
film "Born to Boogie.” 
"Ringo was very polite and 
nice, and the estate was beautiful 
— peacocks were wandering all 
over the place,” she recalled. 
BUT THE GLAMOUR and high­ 
er pay of the pop world never 
tempted her to abandon classical 


music. "I just don’t feel as musi­ 
cally involved in pop music,” she 
said. "In a small chamber orches­ 
tra you have an integral role, but 
with pop you’re performing as a 
filler. 
Marilyn’s expertise on the cello 
has resulted in tours to St. Moritz 
and Berlin, and in May she re­ 
ceived a 5 a.m. phone call from 
the director of the fires of London, 
which was completing a tour of 
South America. The cellist with 
the group became ill in Bogota, 
Colombia, and Marilyn flew down 
for the final two concerts. Her ef­ 
forts were rewarded with roses 
from the British ambassador. 
Right now, however, Marilyn is 
happy to perform four or five 
days a week in London, a sched­ 
ule that gives her time to enjoy 
her husband and three young chil­ 
dren. And she doesn’t regret she 
passed up a career as a soloist: 
"I’m not enough of an exhibition­ 
ist for that, and I’d rather partici­ 
pate in a conversation than a 
monologue . . . in an orchestra 
you’re really sharing music.” 


MARILYN WHITE SANSOM credits her parents, the Boyd Whites, 
of Arlington Heights, with much of her success as a professional 
cellist in London: "with so much music around, I couldn't help 
being affected.”

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4MacArthur’ 
An authenticate movie 
if not an exciting one

There is such a thing as a movie 
from which you walk away pleasantly 
educated, if also a bit bored. 


Prim e example is “ MacArthur,’* a 
biographical film about the egocentric 
five-star general who hated war and 
relished it at the same time. 


Douglas MacArthur was another 
colorful figure of World War II, the 
first being, of course, George S. Pat­ 
ton, who did make for a great screen 
presentation seven years ago. 


BY 
RIGHTS, 
MacArthur 
should 
have done Patton one better. MacAr­ 
thur was compassionate, bull-headed, 
arrogant or sympathetic, depending in 
which mood you caught him. His com­ 
mand was much longer and more 
prestigious than Patton’s, his face 
more adored, his accomplishments 
greater. There was far more histori­ 
cal teritory to cover with MacArthur 
and that in itself, may have been the 
biggest problem. 


Producer Frank McCarthy, whose 
warm-up was a hot success with 
“ Patton,” felt some things had to be 
included in “ MacArthur” to do the 
man justice — his “ I Shall Return” 
and “ I Have Returned” speeches, his 
“ Old Soldiers Never Die” address to 
Congress and his patriotic “ Duty-Hon­ 
or-Country” commencement address 
before the 1962 West Point cadet grad­ 
uating class. 


Unfortunately, it all adds up to a 
lot of talk. And that’s the fault of the 
film . There is too much discussion 
and not enough action. Though “ Mac­ 
Arthur” isn’t meant to be a full­ 
blown war movie in the true sense of 
suffering and death — it is indeed a 
story about one man — the bits and 
pieces of MacArthur^ reign had to be 
cemented into his element. And that 
just happened to be war. 


TH E M O VIE ONLY takes in the 
last decade of MacArthur’s long m ili­ 
tary career. It begins with Japan’s 
victory over American forces in the 
Philippines in 1942, then moves slowly 
to Japan’s defeat three years later, a 
year after MacArthur kept his prom­ 
ise and returned to Leyte, an histori­ 
cal moment remembered for the gen­ 
eral choosing to wade knee deep in 
water onto the beaches directly be­ 
hind the front lines. 


With Japan’s surrender, MacArthur 
was put in charge of the county’s new 
constitution and recontruction period, 
and in case you never knew it before, 
he was instrumental in giving Japa­ 
nese women the right to vote. 


There is little break between the 
end -cf World War II and MacAr- 
mander of the predominantly Ameri­ 
can United Nations Forces in Korea

in 1950. The film ends a year later 
when he was relieved of his command 
by an angry President Truman. 


THOUGH I ’M NOT one myself, I 
don’t think history buffs can find fault 
with the sequence of events as they 
are played. 


Certainly, if McCarthy had wanted 
only to duplicate “ Patton,” he could 
have substituted additional theatrics 
for facts. 


We do come away with an inter­ 
esting, authentic portrait of a man 
well played by Gregory Peck. MacAr­ 
thur’s vain idiosyncrasies like: al­ 
ways being photographed chewing a 
corn cob pipe even though he rarely 
smoked it — are well documented by 
Peck. 


It’s not a question of Peck doing his 
part but whether or not MacArthur 
could sustain a whole movie. After 
all, Patton was crusty and foul­ 
mouthed. And if that’s not more ex­ 
citing, it can’t help but lend more fire. 


OUTSIDE OF A few run-ins with 
President Truman, however, there is 
not enough of MacArthur’s renegade 
nature showing — the kind of stuff 
that got him into hot water with diplo­ 
mats and his ranking superiors. Nor 
does the film point out adequately 
enough that he wasn’t always right. 


Great pains were taken to make 
Dan O’Herlihy and Ed Flanders look 
t h e i r respective roles, President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt and President 
Harry S. Truman. 


A n d 
Flanders, 
in 
brief 
con­ 
frontations with the general, was able 
to lend a great deal of personality and 
character to Truman, an unexpected 
though highlighted sidebar to the film. 


If all the talking proves anything, 
it’s that war strategy is sometimes 
decided on the drop of a dime with 
egos taking precedence over careful 
planing. Often it wasn’t as much what 
was best for the country, but which 
branch of the service would come out 
looking the best. 


I ’M NOT SU RE that there is a more 
effective 
way 
around 
MacArthur. 
Screenwriters Hal Barwood and Mat­ 
thew Robbins did their homework. 
Director Joseph Sargent and Gregory 
Peck did their share, and Ed Flan­ 
ders did even more than was re­ 
quired. 


Certainly MacArthur was a very re­ 
markable man. He just wasn’t as en­ 
tertaining as we first might have be­ 
lieved. But a little bit of history never 
hurts anybody. “ MacArthur” is rated 
PG.

‘I Never Promised You a Rose Garden' 
Drama good but not great

In 1964 Joanne Greenberg, writing 
under 
the 
pseudonym 
of Hannah 
Greene, published her true story writ­ 
ten as a novel, “ I Never Promised 
You a Rose Garden.” 
It chronicled a teenager’s flight 
from reality into a world of destruc­ 
tive gods and demons who convinced 
the frightened girl she poisoned ev­ 
erything she touched. 
In 
a 
disturbed 
state 
she 
was 
marked for self-destruction and it be­ 
came a race between a sensitive, con­ 
cerned doctor and her increasingly 
vivid fantasies to see who would per­ 
manently influence her for the rest of 
her life. 
Now the movie is out, adapted for 
the screen by director Anthony Page 
and scripters Lewis John Carlino and 
Gavin Lamber. Ifs been a long time 
in coming and though the film is elec­ 
trifying drama, it is also somewhat 
trite, sensationally overblown, to do

the novel full justice. 
“ I N EV ER PRO M ISED You a Rose 
Garden” is too much like a female 
counterpart of “ One Flew Over the 
Cuckoo’s Nest,” the film I ’m sure fi­ 
nally prompted the arrival of this 
screenplay. There is a great deal of 
emphasis placed on the bizarre behav­ 
ior of the women who reside in the 
wing for the extremely mentally dis­ 
turbed. Only this is not a question of 
sanity as was “ Cuckoo’s Nest.” This 
is for real. 
“ Rose Garden” does paint a vivid 
picture of the institution — its helpful 
support and its organizational break­ 
downs. More important, it shows the 
need of a good doctor-patient relation­ 
ship and just how much success rides 
on the established rapport. 
Bibi Anderson plays the young 
women’s psychiatrist. She glows with 
compassion and feeling though too 


much sweetness lends a hint of arti­ 
ficiality to an otherwise good perform­ 
ance. 


IT IS Kathleen Quinlan, a relatively 
unknown actress, who ties the film to­ 
gether with a brillant performance as 
the disturbed woman, Deborah, who 
so desperately tries to fight her way 
back to the outside world, but finds 
her inner strength sometimes sapped 
by seemingly uncontrollable urges. 
It is a shame that the guilt-ridden 
parents are so stereotyped or that we 
never learn of Deborah’s need for the 
imaginary demons. 
Yet “ I Never Promised You a Rose 
Garden,” rated R, is an engrossing 
and uplifting story, as Deborah fights 
to be able to love and be loved and 
throw her hat into life. The material 
has great substance. And if perhaps a 
little more time had been taken, “ I 
Never Promised You a Rose Garden” 
would have been as memorable as the 
book.

TO THOSE WHO have followed her 
in film, or watched her educational 
skits on public television, Rita More­ 
no’s talent comes as no surprise. The 
talent displayed by the supporting 
troupe of actors and actresses is a 
pleasant surprise, however, to those 
unfamiliar with the Chicago theater 
scene. 


The 12 thespians who fill out the 
cast provide a living advertisement 
for Chicago’s growing original theater 
companies. They hail from the St. 
Nicholas, Goodman, Travel Light and 
several other local companies, and 
have no trouble keeping up with 
Moreno's torrid pace. 


They race through the non-stop situ­ 
ation comedy with all the verve the 
Commedia dell’Arte style demands — 
and it demands a lot. 


The male role requires an extra 
measure 
of 
resourcefulness 
from 
Moreno. She plays Scapino, a puckish 
rogue who goes to extremes to solve 


the romantic and monetary dilemmas 
of two of his friends. He does it by 
concocting a series of wild ruses to 
fleece his friends’ tightwad fathers 
out of their closely guarded lira. 
IN THE RESULTING action, Sca­ 
pino leads the fathers into painful 
practical jokes, songs and frequent 
mad dashes through the unsuspecting 
audience — all in classic Commedia 
dell’Arte style. 
In the ’60s, Chicago was the center 
of the improvisational, street theater- 
type movement, a modem echo of the 
Commedia dell’Arte tradition of Mo­ 
liere’s time. Both styles demand ac­ 
tors who can sing, dance, interact 
with the audience and think on their 
feet. It often proves exhausting to the 
actors, but when it works — as it does 
in the current production of “ Sca­ 
pino” — ifs tremendously entertain­ 
ing. 
RITA MORENO TAKES a powder 
during the intermission to rest up for 
the second act, but the local actors 
don’t know when to stop. They carry 
on a series of sketches, songs and 
original scenes of delightful insanity 
between acts that is even more enter­ 


taining than the play itself. 
So don’t be disappointed if you were 
counting on seeing Rita Moreno shak­ 
ing her hips in some soft-pom drama. 
If you have any sense at all, you’ll go 
see “ Scapino” anyway, and you’ll 
stay in your seat during intermission 
to catch every last laugh.

Dinner begins with a lazy Susan ap­ 
petizer tray of scoops of liver pate 
and whipped cheese spread, creamed 
herring, pickles and finger chunks of 
cantaloupe and watermelon. Watch it 
here. Don’t take too much edge off 
your appetite. The best is yet to come. 
Of the four types of salad offered, I 
chose crisp spinach topped with bacon 
crumbles and chopped egg and laced 
with heated sweet-sour dressing. I 
heartily recommend it. Tossed salad, 
cole slaw and fruit gelatin also were 
offered.

BESIDES THE REGULAR run of 
steaks, chops, chicken and seafood 
dinners, there are 14 Country Squire 
specialties.

Orient Express at its hest

Be prepared if your acquaintance 
with Liz Damon and the Orient Ex­ 
press is limited to “ 1900 Yesterday,” 
their hit single of a few years back. 
That kind of mellow, easy-going 
tune does get exposure during the 
group’s current act at the Arlington 
Park Hilton, but most of the evening 
is devoted to comedy, fancy footwork 
and a musical potpourri of everything 
from country and western to fast- 
paced rock.

L IZ AND HER seven cohorts hail 
from Hawaii, and the group is at its 
best when it exploits that unique call­ 
ing card.

At any given time, there is rarely 
more than a small handful of popular 
musicians who can transcend the en­ 
forced distance that electronic record­ 
ing puts between them and their au­ 
dience. 
Nearly all of those who make the 
grade — Stevie Wonder comes to 
mind, and, of course, Bob Dylan — 
are stylistic originals, the creators 
who provide everyone else with the 
fresh ideas that put wind in the sails 
of pop music. 
Among this elite group, Steve Miller 
is a standout — because his music is 
at once both stylistically derivative 
and intensely personal. 
Listen to a few of Miller’s albums — 
really listen to the words and develop 
a feel for his melodies and arrange­ 
ments — and you have a feeling you 
really know the guy. It’s the kind of 
talent that wins a lot of long-distance 
friends. 
MILLER IS A dealer in style. His 
genius lies not in innovation but in 
c r e a t i v e and invariably tasteful 
adaptation of diverse but existing 
(and mostly familiar) forms to his 
clean and open and very pop 
ap­ 
proach. Somehow he makes the whole 
thing come out sounding a lot more 
like true art than it really should. 
What’s more, with his latest collec­ 
tion “Book of Dreams” (Capitol SQ- 
11630), Miller shows that he has mas­ 
tered one of the most difficult and 
valuable of music business techniques 
— the follow-up album. In this case, 
the follow-up turns out to be even bet­ 
ter than the original. 
Miller’s “Fly Like An Eagle” LP of 


last year topped many a critic’s “ IO 
Best” list and deservedly so. “Eagle” 
was an impressively balanced ex­ 
cursion into 1970s rock ’n’ roll and 
yielded two hit singles and a half-doz­ 
en other tracks that dominated FM 
airplay in many cities for weeks on 
the basis of listener demand. 
After years of effort, Miller had fi­ 
nally tuned into the pop mainstream 
(or the mainstream had caught up 
with him) and he wasn’t about to let 
it go. “Book of Dreams” is the result. 
IN 
A 
V E R Y 
narrow 
sense, 
“Dreams” is a concept album, tied 
together with some rather over-theat­ 
rical synthesizer pieces and a back­ 
ground sense that each tune repre­ 
sents a sliver of Miller’s own fantasy- 
land. In the end, as with all of Mill­ 
er’s albums, good and bad, the listen­ 
er feels as if he knows the artist just 
a little better than the last time. 
The LP opens with “Threshold,” the 
first of a series of electronic in­ 
troductions and transitions that seem 
less and less relevant to the album as 
you listen to it more. This synthesized 
music seems impervious to Miller’s 
adaptive ability; there is no person­ 
ality in it. 
But from then on, the album is just 
what it’s billed — a dream for the 
ears. There isn’t a bad track on the 
record, but here’s a sampler from 
side one: 
“Jet Airliner” is a simple and basic 
variation on the timeworn “on the 
road” tune, a straightforward rocker 
that is the album’s first single.

The doctor says 


Diet may need bulk, 


cut in prune juice 


Three years ago I had a small nervous breakdown, which re­ 
sulted in tension and a constipation problem. 


My doctors resommended mild tranquilizers and a psychiatrist. 
I took the pills but not the therapy. A change in jobs helped my 
tension and prune juice cured the rest. 


Today I am a healthy, 25-year-old woman who has cured her 
nerves but still depends on 15 ounces of prune juice every other 
day. I’m truly afraid to stop, yet I know I should. What can I do? 
How long will it take to return to normal? Please help! 


It sounds to me like you have made a lot of progress. There are 
worse things thar prune juice. Your bowel function would probably 
improve if you could decrease the amount you need. 


Prune juice contains an active ingredient that stimulates con­ 
tractions of the colon. In this sense it is a bit like a chemical 
laxative. It does not provide bulk. There are different reasons for 
constipation. In most people it is related to insufficient bulk in the 
diet. Psychological factors are often important, too. 


I am sending you The Health Letter number 2-1, Irritable or 
Spastic Colon and Constipation. It will provide a good program for 
you to use. Others who want this information can send 50 cents 
with a long, stamped, self-addressed envelope for mailing. By 
being patient and following the bowel training program ootlined 
there you can improve. 


I would suggest that you start increasing the bulk in your diet by 
using whole cereals that contain bran. Increase the bulky vege­ 
tables as in salads. If you happen to use coffee, tea or colas, you 
might stop them. These increase anxiety and nervousness anyway 
and have the opposite effects of your tranquilizers. 


Try to develop and maintain a sensible exercise program. Ex­ 
ercise is a good tranquilizer for most people. 


I have never heard you comment on someone who uses an ex­ 
cess amount of salt in his diet. What I mean is at every meal he 
makes his food white with salt. 


Almost all life-giving substances can be harmful in truly ex­ 
cessive amounts. Hence, too much oxygen leads to oxygen poison­ 
ing, but you will die without it. Too much sunshine will damage 
the skin or even induce skin cancer. Yet, all the energy that runs 
planet earth comes from the sun. 


We need salt. Our body fluids must have salt in them for a 
normal chemical balance. In reasonable amounts if a person con­ 
sumes more salt than he needs the excess is simply eliminated. Of 
course, that requires water and the individual must have plenty of 
water intake to do this properly. Too much salt and not enough 
fluid can contribute to developing heat stroke in a person exposed 
to heat. 


In very large amounts there is some evidence that this may 
contribute to high blood pressure. The reason for high blood pres­ 
sure and strokes in native Japanese is iften stated to be from the 
excess use of salt. 


Some people use lots of salt from habit. A few use lots of salt 
because their body needs it. A good example here is the person 
with a deficiency of the adrenal glands. These people crave salt 
and it does help to prevent adverse symptoms.

Here’s proper treatment 


when ticks are problem 


Dear Roberta: WTe’ve had longstanding plans for a family vaca­ 
tion at a national park. Now I’m horrified to learn the place 
abounds with ticks, and that many people have come down ill. I’m 
torn about canceling. Is there any safety kit we can take along? — 
Mrs. Gary Frye. 
It’s true that this is a bad year for ticks and that about five per 
cent of them are disease carriers. But you ought to go on ahead on 
your vacation and know the proper precautions to take. A scientist 
at the Center for Disease Control of the U.S. Public Health Service 
says that the thing to do is to conduct family skin examinations 
every several hours. He says it takes about four hours for a tick to 
do its damage, and adds that the aim is to get the whole tick to 
pop out. He recommends something that sounds a bit primitive, 
but 
he assures us that it works. This is to light a match, blow it 
out, and immediately apply the 
hot end to the embedded tick. It 
will get itself out of the skin instantly. (Don’t touch the tick with 
bare hands.) Then clean the skin with an antiseptic. He also rec­ 
ommends a nightly check of the hair and scalp because female 
ticks often lay eggs. Therefore, a good nightly shampoo seems in 
order. Some old-timers may tell you to apply kerosene, gasoline or 
turpentine. Don’t tote those along. Too dangerous. If you’re still 
worried, check with your doctor.

Dear Roberta: Every mother of a small child should keep a 
poison overdose and antidote list taped inside a kitchen cabinet 
door. But the list won’t help in an emergency unless she is also 
sure to buy these antidotes and keep them together in a place 
known to adults in the house.

Need for safeguards shown by ABC 


It was an unfortunate series of events Monday 
night when 12-year-old Scott Crull discovered he was 
dying of bone cancer via the unsuspecting words of 
ABC announcer Keith Jackson. A friend of the fami­ 
ly asked Bobby Murcer, the Cubs’ outfielder and 
Scott’s favorite player, to call the Calumet City 
youngster before the Cubs’ nationally televised game 
with Pittsburgh. The phone call was made and Mur­ 
cer promised to try and hit a home run for Scott. 
WHEN MURCER came through with two home 
runs and a single later that night, a Cubs statistician 
handed Jackson a note about the promise. Scott’s 
name and his condition were read on the air. 
The truth about Scott’s prolonged illness, which his 
parents have kept from him the past three years, 
came as a shock to the youngster. 
The incident has been a painful one for the family. 
Moreover, it has been extremely em harassing for 
those television and baseball people involved. 
ABC has said it is a matter of “taste” and “prefer­ 
ence” on the part of the baseball announcer whether 
specific names and situations should be mentioned in 
such an incident. 
ALTHOUGH JACKSON had the information double 
checked before reading it on the air, and although 
the Cubs and network officials insist they had the 
best intentions in mind, some reflection on Monday’s 
unfortunate incident is needed to prevent the same 
thing from happening again. 
Television and radio stations carrying live broad­ 
casts should consider setting guidelines for such 
practices. A situation like Monday’s is a very per­ 
sonal tragedy that could have been avoided if extra 
effort was made to check with the family or Murcer 
before the information was broadcast. 
Just because a baseball player promising a home 
run for a dying child does not happen very often, 
there is no excuse for not having some safeguards to 
avoid what happened Monday night. 
The immediate, far-reaching effects of live tele­ 
vision were as evident in Monday night’s incident as 
they are in live minicam coverage of a shoot-out, 
man’s first steps on the moon or a President’s in­ 
auguration. 
THE DRAMA OF real life and the news are the 
advantages of live television. It’s up to those in con­ 
trol of the medium to make use of live coverage in 
everyone’s best advantage and at the same time to 
see that no one is hurt in the process. 
Strike fouls changes 
When Phil Boyer came to WLS-TV Channel 7, six 
months ago, he brought an expertise in programm­ 
ing and a keen sense to covering community affairs. 
The National Assn. of Broadcast Employes and 
Technicians’ strike that has affected the entire ABC 
network, now in its 13th week, has put a damper on 
Boyer’s plans to redesign the station’s weekend pub­ 
lic affairs programming. 
BOYER AND HIS staff are reportedly developing 
plans for a 90-minute newsrfeature magazine that 
would be locally produced and would air on Saturday 
afternoons in place of some of the public affairs pro­ 
gramming the station already carries. 
The new magazine-type program would encompass 
all of the existing public affairs shows by dealing 
with specific community, minority and local news 
items each week. 
The new show would also make use of the station’s 
current public affairs reporters, according to a re­ 
liable station source. 
Some of the station’s current public affairs pro­ 
gramming and reporters that could be incorporated 
into a new programming forum are: 
• “Black on Black,” hosted by Vernon Jarrett; 
• “Oiga Amigo,” hosted by Ruben Cruz; 
• “Feminine Franchise,” hosted by Theresa Gu­ 
tierrez and Rosemarie Gully; 
• “Eyewitness Chicago,” hosted by John Drury 
and other Eyewitness news reporters. 
The proposed public affairs forum would require a 
lot of the station’s time and money, but would defi­ 
nitely cast a new and more interesting light on the 
area’s community concerns. 
IT WAS DISCLOSED in this column several weeks 
ago that WMAQ-TV, Channel 5, plans hour-long, live 
telephone call-in programs this fall with Gov. James 
R. Thompson and the Chicago Mayor Michael Bilan- 
dic. In addition to that, WMAQ executives are put­ 
ting together a package (rf locally produced shows 
that will touch on everything from entertainment to 
news and drama. WMAQ won’t be ready to release

any details for at least another month, though. 
While WLS and WBBM-TV, Channel 2, (which has 
a deservedly fine reputation for its locally produced 
documentaries) are pulling together their plans for 
locally produced shows this fall, Chicago area view­ 
ers can expect to see some fresh and creative at­ 
tempts out of all three network stations that will be 
innovative to this television area.

• NBC will be at The Drake Hotel this weekend, 
presenting its new fall line-up of shows, specials and 
stars to affiliates and the TV press.

The house is a con­ 
verted 18-room mansion that gives parents a place to 
stay while their children receive chemotherapy and 
treatment for other serious illnesses. The guest fee 
at the house is $5 a day. Parents often slept on 
folding chairs at Children’s Memorial Hospital, just 
down the street from the Ronald McDonald House, 
before this new program was started by McDonalds 
and private contributors in May. 
Mention of the Ronald McDonald House and cam­ 
paign will be made during the week on the “Lee 
Phillip Show,” “Common Ground,” “It’s Worth 
Knowing About Us” and “Different Drummers.”

‘King’ TV film 
draws protest 
from SCLC 


ATLANTA (UPI) - The Southern 
C h r i s t i a n Leadership Conference 
founded by the late Dr. Martin Luther 
King Jr. has charged that a three-part 
film story planned by NBC on King’s 
life portrays the civil rights leader as 
cowardly and as “an Uncle Tom.” 
The SCLC said it would attempt to 
get the author to change parts of the 
film it finds objectionable, and that 
failing, will try to prevent NBC from 
showing it. 
King’s widow, Coretta Scott King, 
defended the production, however, 
and said it should be judged as dra­ 
ma, not fact. 
The movie, entitled, “King,” is in 
the last stages of production in Holly­ 
wood. NBC plans to show it in two 
three-hour segments in January. It 
was shot mostly in Macon, Ga. 
Joseph Lowey, current SCLA presi­ 
dent, 
urged 
NBC to hire black 
writers, producers and directors to 
tell King’s story “with accuracy and 
sensitivity.” The network also should 
establish a panel of advisors “thor­ 
oughly knowledgeable” about the civil 
rights struggle, he said.

MONTE JACKSON doesn’t break 
jaws or rattle the teeth of people who 
come into his zone. He just sends 
them home in a barrel. Some coaches 
historically have taken a dim view of 
runaway interceptors. Usually, a guy 
with a high percentage of them is a 
player Howard Cosell would call, eu­ 
phemistically, “ venturesome.” 


The primary function of a corner­ 
back, like a catcher in baseball with a 
knuckleball, is to keep the ball in 
front of him. The wrorst sin in football 
for them is to let a guy with stickum 
on his fingers get between them and 
the goal line. The cornerback position 
was designed to stop touchdowns, not 
to score them, and some guys have

If there 
are to be six points scored on the 
play, Monte wants to be sure he is the 
one scoring. 


The patron saint of interceptors is 
the late Emlen Tunnell, who picked 
off 79 passes in his lifetime.The active 
leader is Paul Krause of the Vikings 
with 76. But, that was in 14 years, and 
in that time he scored only three 
touchdowns. Jackson has tied him al­ 
ready. 


W H EN 
JACKSON 
came 
to

Rams as a second-round pick in 1975, 
the 
Figueroa 
Street 
quarterbacks 
were outraged. Also insulted. 
Be­ 
cause, the Rams bypassed the world- 
famous Anthony Davis, a running 
back who had scored 52 touchdowns in 
his college career, most of them 
against Notre Dame. 


The wise guys wanted the Rams to 
open up their passing attach. Well, 
that’s exactly what Monte Jackson 
did. The Rams are the only team in

Alarm to save boaters 
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PARIS (UPI)_a group of enter- 
prising young French sailors have de­ 
veloped an electronic system for lo­ 
cating men lost overboard. 
They plan to put it through its final 
test during the Whitbread Round-the- 
World Yacht Race starting Aug. 27 at 
Portsmouth, England. 
The system is called Homer (a con­ 
traction of “Homme a la Mer” — 
French for “Man Overboard” ) and is 
similar in function to the radio beeper 
device used by hospitals to call doc­ 
tors and by companies to page execu­ 


tives. 
INSTEAD OF receiving a radio sig­ 
nal from a central transmitter like a 
beeper, Homer, carried by every crew 
member, gives out a signal every sec­ 
ond which is monitored by a receiver 
located on the yacht. The receiver, 
called Emile, gives the alarm if the 
signal is lost. 
The system is the brainchild of Ge­ 
rard Caire and Frederic Pey, both 25, 
who graduated in July from the Ecole 
Superieure d'Ingenieurs of Marseille 
(Marseille Engineering School).

The King Senior Open Division is 
limited to 20 top adult amateur hock­ 
ey players. It is especially for former 
college athletes and for professional 
hockey players who have regained 
amateur status through the Amateur 
Hockey Association of the United 
States.

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Miami threat with Towle 


NEW YORK — Five years ago, 
there wasn’t another team in football 
that could touch the Miami Dolphins. 
Now look at them. 


Jake Scott and Nick Buoniconti, in­ 
strumental in helping them to a per­ 
fect 17-0 record in 1972 as well as a 
pair of back-to-back Super Bowl vic­ 
tories, both are gone. So is Manny 
Fernandez, placed on waivers the oth­ 
er day after having been the very 
heart of the defense for so many 
years. 


Bill Stanfill, the big, rugged defen­ 
sive end, doesn’t figure to be back 
anymore either because of a neck 
problem and popular little Howard 
Twilley, last of the original Dolphins, 
also is finished. 


TO COMPOUND everything else for 
the not-so-long ago world champions, 
who suffered through their first losing 
season since 1969 last year, they’re 
losing two good defensive linemen in 
Randy Crowder and Don Reese. Both 
are fourth year men whom the Dol­ 
phins had been counting on, but the 
only thing either one will be counting 
this season are the days, having been 
sentenced to a year in jail Wednesday 
for peddling cocaine early in May. 
Reaction among the Miami players 
upon hearing of the trouble Crowder 
and Reese got themselves into was, as 
expressed by a couple of them, “pure 
disbelief.” 


In view of all that has happened to 
the Dolphins, you’d imagine Don 
Shula, their coach, would be rather 
depressed over his team’s prospects 
this year. He doesn’t feel that way at 
all, and one of the big reasons he 
doesn’t has to do with Steve Towle, 
his third year middle linebacker from 
Prairie Village, Kan. 


Steve Towle is the kind of young 
man any parent would be proud to 
have for a son. Not only is he bright 
and perceptive, he’s also warm in his 
dealings with others. He can play a 
little football, too. 


DURING HIS ROOKIE season with 
the Dolphins, he broke the team 
record by making 164 tackles, 90 
unassisted. Last year, he was better 
yet, getting in on 217 tackles to smash 
his own record. 0. J. Simpson, after 
trying to run against him once, called 
him “an unbelievable player.” Little 
wonder Shula is so high on Towle. The 
24-year-old Kansan thinks the same 
way he does.

“We feel we can do it again,” says 
Towle. “The names on the team are 
not the same as they used to be, but 
the attitude is the same and so is the 
head 
man. 
Remember 
how 
they 
called it the ’no-name defense’ when 
Miami was winning? 
Since those 
names no longer are here, we’ll start 
all over again and put together anoth­ 
er ‘no-name defense.’ ” 


Towle won all Big-Eight honors 
playing for Kansas and in Boulder, 
Colo., they still talk about the day he 
had against Colorado in 1974, his se­ 
nior year. 


Colorado’s football team has a huge 
full grown buffalo called “Ralphie” as 
its mascot, and Towle, who loves ani­ 
mals, went over for a closer look be­ 
fore the game in one of the stadium’s 
tunnel exits. 


DESPITE THE name, Ralphie is a 
female. In every way. She became a 
little upset at Towle’s approach and 
pulled away from three of the six stu­ 
dents handling her. With no place to 
take refuge in the tunnel, Towle head­ 
ed the only place he could, out onto 
the field with Ralphie breathing right 
on his neck. 


The capacity crowd at Folsom Field 


that day cheered wildly. They were 
cheering for Ralphie, not Towle, but 
somehow he managed to outleg the 
charging 800-pound buffalo until he 
got clear to the other side of the field 
where he jumped over his own team’s 
bench. 


Ralphie couldn’t quite make it, so 
she kicked over the bench and was 
looking around for Towle again when 
her handlers finally managed to get 
her in tow. 


That was before the game. Once it 
started, all Towle did was make 25 
tackles. 


Normally, you won’t catch Steve 
Towle running from trouble often. 


LAST SPRING, he and his girl 
friend, Jeanette, were heading for 
Hollywood, Fla., on Interstate 95 lead­ 
ing from Miami in Towle’s van when 
the car directly in front of them sud­ 
denly blew a tire, went over a guard 
rail first, then an embankment, and 
landed upside down 25 feet below. 
Towle stopped his car, jumped out, 
and ran down the embankment. He 
pulled the unconscious driver out of 
the overturned car while his girl 
friend used the CB radio in their van 
to help summon an ambulance. 
The Dolphins’ 6-foot-2, 233-pound 
linebacker brushes off the episode 
now. He doesn’t feel he really did that 
much. Whether it has to do with foot­ 
ball or not, he says he generally oper­ 
ated on a favorite piece of advice giv­ 
en him by his father, Len. 
“He always tells me ‘if it adds, 
count me in, and if it subtracts, count 
me out,’ and that’s what I always go 
by.”

IMMEDIATE 
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Volvo’s pollution 
standards rising 


by DOYLE K. G ETTER 


Already capable of meeting the 
most stringent federal exhaust stan­ 
dards anticipated through the early to 
mid 1980’s, the Swedish-built four-cyl­ 
inder Volvo with its new Lambda-sond 
emissions control system went on sale 
throughout the United States in early 
July. Previously this year, it had been 
sold only in California. 
Four 4,000 mile tests, certified by 
the EPA , showed that the Lambda- 
sond Volvo holds exhaust pollutants to 
the following levels: 0.20 gpm of 
hydrocarbons, 2.84 gpm of carbon 
monoxide and 0.14 gpm of oxides of 
nitrogen. Current U.S. standards are 
1.5 gpm HC, 15.0 gpm CO and 2.0 gpm 
NOX. 
While making Volvo’s fuel-injected, 
four-cylinder 130 cubic inch engine 
nearly polution-free by today’s stan­ 
dards, the new engine also gets 5% 
better gas mileage than the same en­ 
gine without Lambda-sond. 
From now on, other car makers will 
have a hard time arguing that the 
proposed U.S. emissions standards for 
the 1980’s will be impossible to meet 
without seriously compromising fuel 
economy. 


WITHOUT GETTING technical, the 
Lambda-sond system consists of an 
exhaust gas sensor, computer con­ 
trolled, that continuously monitors 
and readjusts the air-gas ratio of the 
injected fuel so that the mixture is 
extremely close at all times to the 
ideal proportion for complete com­ 
bustion. 
T h e 
emissions 
are 
exhausted 
through a three-way catalytic con­ 
verter. The system does away with 
carburetors, air pumps and exhaust 
gas recirculation valves. 
I tested the new engine in the Volvo 
245 DL, a four-door station wagon, the 
largest and heaviest of the 240 series 
of cars equipped with Lambda-sond. 


In 151 miles of city and suburban 
driving I averaged 19.5 miles per gal­ 
lon of no-lead gasoline. On a 105 mile 
highway drive at 55 miles an hour, I 
averaged 29.2 miles per gallon, using 
overdrive. 
My overall average for 256 miles — 
with suburban freeway speeds some­ 
times hitting 65 miles an hour — was 
22.5 miles per gallon. 
THE TEST CAR had a four-speed 
manual transmission with an elec­ 
tronic overdrive that could be switch­ 
ed in at 45 miles an hour or higher, 
cutting engine revolutions by 20%. 
On acceleration tests, I did zero to 
50 miles an hour in 10.5 seconds and 
30 to 50 miles an hour in 5.3 seconds. 
The station wagon is a solid and 
comfortable car to ride in with a firm 
but not harsh ride and its perform­ 
ance was excellent for a car of its 
size. 
The 245 DL is a compact luxury 
wagon, 192.6 inches long on a 104 inch 
wheelbase, that will seat five adults in 
comfort and carry a payload of 1,120 
pounds. 
The reclining front bucket 
seats, 
with adjustable lumbar support, can 
be adjusted manually up or down, for­ 
ward or back, to fit almost any sized 
person. Rear seat passengers have 
generous knee and legroom. With the 
rear seat folded forward, the car has 
75 cubic feet of storage space. 
STANDARD FEA TU RES included 
in the Volvo wagon’s $7,745 base price 
include Lambda-sond, overdrive, a 
top-hinged rear door with both elec­ 
tric defroster and a rear window 
washer/wiper, power assisted rack 
and pinion steering, four-wheel power 
disc brakes and steel-blted radial 
tires. 
Options on the test car included a 
tachometer, fog lights, 
air condi­ 
tioning and an AM-FM stereo radio. 
With other extras, the test car listed 
for $8,863.

Auto Column: Would you please tell 
me the advantages or disadvantages 
of fuel injection versus conventional 
carburation in today’s automobile en­ 
gines. 
D. FOUTCH, Chillicothe, IU. 


Mr. Fourch: Both systems mix fuel 
and air for firing in the cylinders. 
Computerized fuel injection is more 
precise because it can vary the mix­ 
ture more accurately under varying 
driving conditions and it meters the 
mixture more accurately for each cyl­ 
inder. The carburetor, setting on top 
of the middle of the engine, will be 
only one or two inches away from one 
cylinder and eight to IO inches away 
from others. The result, under normal 
conditions, is slightly better gas mile­ 
age. On the other hand, fuel injection 
is more complicated and may require 
more maintenance, and it costs more 
originally. 


Auto Column: I have a 1973 Chevy 
Nova with the four-barrel 350 V-8 and 
four-speed manual transmission. I can 
wind out first gear to 5,500 rpm, sec­ 
ond gear to 5,500 rpm, third gear 
starts breaking up around 4,500 rpm 
and, put in fourth, it won’t go over 85 
miles an hour.

performance lifters and changed the 
weights and springs in the distributor. 
Please advise.

changed the axle ratio, that is about 
as good as you can expect. I hope you 
installed a new cam shaft, too, with 
those new lifters. You should have. 
You need considerable advice from a 
good high performance shop in your 
area. 


Auto Column: I have a 1977 Buick 
four-door Century with a V-6 engine. 
When the car is pulling, there is a 
drone or rumble I can hear. Also, this 
car has a series of flat plates strap­ 
ped to the differential. What is the 
reason for this?

Mr. Quist: About that drone, you 
may be hearing the sound of air being 
pulled into the air cleaner by the en­ 
gine. Misalignment of the exhaust sys­ 
tem could cause something like that. 
You even might be developing “ fan 
roar” under engine lead. Don’t worry 
about those flat plates. Those are 
resonant vibrators, used to eliminate 
certain types of harmonic vibrations.

Andy sends the Encyclopaedia Brilan- 
nica’s 1977 Yearbook of Science and the 
Future to Mary Beth Olszewski. 14. of 
Indianapolis. Iud., for her question: 
WHO MADE THE FIR ST DICTION­ 
A R Y ? 
Dictionary comes from the medie/al 
Latin word dictionarium and from the 
I^atin dictio. meaning saying. Ancient 
Homans and Greeks were the first to 
produce such collections ot words Early 
dictionaries only listed either rare or 
difficult words. 
As the Middle Ages came to an end 
and English. French. German and other 
languages were used w idely in Europe, 
.scholars made up glossaries giving the 
meanings of hard Latin words in the na­ 
tional languages 
The first English dictionary was put 
together in 1604 by a schoolmaster 
named Robert Cawdrey It was called 
The Table Alphabetical ol Hard Words 
and it defined 3.000 hard English words 
that had been taken from other lan­ 
guages. 
Larger dictionaries of this type were 
produced during the 1600s and then in 
1721. Nathan Bailey produced one con­ 
taining 60.000 This was actually the first 
Fmglish dictionary that tried to include, 
all words instead of only the lesser 
know n words. 
Samuel .Johnson, with an assist from 
other literary men in England, publish­ 
ed his great work called A Dictionary 
oi the English Language in 1755. and in 
1791 John Walker came out with Critical 
and Pronouncing Dictionary and Ex­ 
positor of the English Language. These 
books served as the standard for infor­ 
mation about English words until the 
middle of the 1800s 
In 1806 an American named Noah 
Webster published a small school dic­ 
tionary. With encouragement from Ben­ 
jamin Franklin and James Madison, he 
went to work on a major effort and in 
1828 published his dictionary which con­ 
tained 70.000 words. Since then. Web­ 
ster's dictionaries have been revised 
frequently and are used today through­ 
out the United States and the world. 
The first scholarly dictionary was 
called A New English Dictionary on 
Historical Principles that appeared in 
parts from 1884 to 1928. It had almost 
415,000 entries.* In 1933 it was published 
in 12 volumes w ith a one-volume supple­ 
ment called the Oxford English Diction­ 
ary. 
Webster s Third New International 
Dictionary, that contains about 450.000 
entries, is the most complete modern 
dictionary. The Random House Diction­ 
ary and the World Book Dictionary, 
each with more than 200.000 words, rate 
high in Ihe United States and Canada. 
Yndy sends the book 200 Illustrated 
Science Experiments to Mary Stroes- 
ser, 13, ot Omaha. Neb., for her ques­ 
tion: 
WHO IN VEN TED CO N C RETE? 
Cement is a fine, gray pow der that is 
mixed with water, sand and gravel to 
produce the hard, stone-like material 
called concrete.

An American named Canvass White 
discovered a type of rock in Madison 
County, N.Y., in 1818 that made natural 
hydraulic cement w ith little processing. 
It was used to build the Erie Canal, the 
first major concrete construction in the 
United States.
